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luch  a  harbour,  which,  in  my  opinon, 
ought  to  be  one  of  the  weakeft  motives 
lor  undertaking  it,  the  land  fituated  to 
the  cart  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope, 
would  much  better  deferve  to  be  fought 
after,  than  thole  between  America  and 
Africa. 

In  fa dt,  the  capes  that  have  been  dif- 
covered,  evidently  prove,  that  rhe 
Southern  lands  to  the  eaft  of  Africa, 
approach  neareft  to  the  Equator,  and 
extend  to  thofe  climates  wherein  we  find 
the  mold  precious  productions  of  na¬ 
ture. 

It  would  be  difficult  to  make  any  well 
grounded  conjectures  on  the  produCt  and 
inhabitants  of  thofe  countries  ;  but  there 
is  one  obfervation  fufficient  to  excite 
curiofity,  and  jnake  us  fufpeCt  that  we 
fhouid  find  things  in  them,  very,  diffe¬ 
rent  from  what  are  contained  in  the 
other  parts  of  the  world  ;  wc  know, 
that  three  of  thofe  parts,  viz.  Europe, 
Afia  and  Africa,  forms  but  one  conti¬ 
nent,  America  perhaps  joins  to  it,  or 
if  it  be  only  feparated  from  it  by  a 
ltrait,  there  mult  (fill  be  a  communica¬ 
tion  between  thofe  four  parts  of  the 
world;  the  fame  plants,  the  fame  ani¬ 
mals,  the  fame  men,  mult  gradually 
have  fpread  throughout  the  whole,  as 
far  as  the  difference  of  the  climate  would 
fuffer  them  to  live  and  multiply  ;  and 
to  this  difference  alone,  the  alterations 
they  have  undergone,  muff  be  qferibed  ; 
but  the  cafe  is  quite  different  with  the 
feveral  fpecies  that  inhabit  the  Terra 
Auftralis,  for  they  could  never  have 
gone  out  of  their  own  continent.  The 
globe  has  been  often  circumnavigated  ; 
and  thefe  lands  have  been  always  left 
on  the  fame  fide;  it  is  certain  that  they 
are  abfolutely  unconnected  with  any 
other  land,  and  that  they  form,  as  it 
were,  a  new  world  apart,  in  which  it 
Is  difficult  to  forefee  what  we  fhouid 
find.  The  difeovery  of  thefe  countries, 
might  therefore  fuinifh  vaft  advantages 
for  trade,  and  open  an  amazing  field 
ior  natural  phil^fophy. 

Bcfides  the  Terra  Auftralis  is  not 
confined  to  the  laree  continent  lituated 
in  ihe  Ibuthern  hem ifp here.  In  all  pro¬ 
bability,  there  are  many  iflands  between 
Japan  and  America,  the  difeovery  of 
which  might  be  of  great  importance.  Is 
it  to  be  imagined,  that  the  valuable 
ifph.es,  which  are  now  become  <o  ne- 
ceffary  to  all  Europe,  grow  only  in  fome 
of  thefe  ilks,  of  which  a  certain  nation 
has  got  pofietfion  ?  this  nation  perhaps 
kuw  of  many  others,  that  equally  pro¬ 


duce  them;  the  difeovery  of  which,  it 
is  careful  to  conceal. 

In  fome  of  thefe  iflands,  navigators 
allure  us,  they  have  feen  favages,  men 
covered  with  hair,  having  tails;  a  mid¬ 
dle  fpecies,  between  a  monkey  and  a 
man.  I  would  rather  have  an  hour's 
converfation  with  one  of  thefe,  than 
with  the  greatefi  wit  in  Europe.  , 

But,  if  the  Ball  India  Company,  want¬ 
ed  to  find  a  harbour  in  the  Terra  Auf* 
tralis,  between  America  and  Africa,  for 
the  conveniency  of  their  trade,  they 
ought  not,  in  my  opinion,  to  have  been 
dilcouraged  by  the  little  fuecefs  of  their 
firft  attempt  ;  on  the  contrary  the 
narrative  of  Captain  Bouvet’s  voyage, 
might  engage  the  company  to  profecute 
it  ;  for  he  made  himlelf  certain  of  the 
exifienceof  thefe  countries  ;  he  faw  them  , 
and  the  obfiacles  which  prevented  his 
going  nearer  to  them,  may  be  avoided 
or  furmounted. 

He  was  hindered  from  landing  by  ice, 
which  he  was  furprized  to  find  it  lat.  JO, 
during  the  fummer  folftice ;  but  he 
ought  to  have  confidered  that  caeteris 
paribus ,  the  cold  is  greater  in  the 
fouthern  hemifphere,  than  in  the  north¬ 
ern  ;  becaufe,  though  in  the  fame  lati¬ 
tude  of  each  hemifphere,  the  pofition 
of  the  fphere  be  the  fame,  the  diftance 
of  the  earth  from  the  fun  in  the  cor- 
refponding  feafons,  is  not  equal.  Win¬ 
ter  happens  in  our  hemifphere,  when 
the  earth  is  at  its  leaf!  difiance  from  the 
fun  ;  and  this  circumfiance  diminifnes. 
the  cold.  In  the  fouthern  hemilphere  it 
is  the  contrary,  winter  happens  when 
the  earth  is  at  its  greatefi  diftance  from 
the  fun  ;  which  circumfiance  augments 
the  force  of  the  cold  ;  add  to  this, 
that  in  the  fouthern  hemifphere,  the 
winter  is  longer  by  eight  days  than  in 
the  northern.  But  it  would  ftill  have 
been  more  neceftary  to  have  confidered, 
that  in  all  places  where  the  fphere  is 
oblique,  the  greatefi  heat  happens  not 
till  after  the  lummer  folftice,  and  comes 
on  later,  in  proportion  to  the  coldnefs 
of  the  climate;  this  is  vrell  known  to 
naturalifts,  and  to  all  who  have  failed 
towards  the  poles  In  the  northern  he¬ 
mifphere,  vve  often  fee,  during  the  fol¬ 
ftice,  feas  quite  covered  with  ice,  where 
a  month  after,  not  a  bit  is  to  be  found, 
but  on  the  contrary,  very  hot  weather, 
and  this  is  preciftely  the  time,  namely, 
during  the  greatefi  cold  in  the  oppofite 
hemifphere  ;  for  attempting  to  approach 
the  countries  adjacent  to  the  poles, 
when  the  froft  begins  to  break,  the  ice 
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inelts  very  faft,  and  in  a  few  days  the 
fea  is  quite  open  ;  if  therefore,  inftead 
of  arriving  in  thofe  latitudes  where 
Captain  Bouvet  fought  the  Terra  Au- 
ftraiis,  at  the  time  of  the  folftice,  he 
had  arrived  a  month  later,  he  would 
probably  have  found  no  ice.  After  all, 
ice  is  not  an  unlurmountable  objection 
to  landing,  if  it  floats,  thofe  who  are 
employed  in  the  whale  fifhery,  or  who 
navigate  the  northern  leas,  knows  that 
it  doth  not  flop  a  (hip’s  courfe;  and  as 
to  the  ice  that  adheres  to  the  coaft:,  the 
inhabitants  of  the  gulphs  of  Finland 
and  Bohemia,  have  roads  over  fuch  ice 
all  the  winter;  and  often  make  roads 
over  it  by  choice,  rather  than  on  the 
land.  The  people  of  the  north  have 
another  Ample  and  fure  method,  when 
they  happen  to  be  near  the  ice  when 
the  froft  breaks,  they  make  ufe  of  light 
boats,  which  they  draw  after  them,  and 
in  thefe  they  go  from  one  piece  of  ice 
to  another. 

Thefe  are  things  well  known  in  the 
northern  countries,  and  had  thofe,  whom 
the  Company  fent  in  quell:  of  the  Terra 
Auflralis,  been  better  fkilled  in  the  na¬ 
tural  hiflory  of  thofe  climates,  and  the 
refources  there  employed,  there  is  ground 
to  believe,  that  by  arriving  later,  they 
would  not  have  met  any  ice,  or  the  ice 
would  not  have  hindered  them  from 
landing  on  a  coaft,  which,  by  their  own 
account,  was  not  at  the  diftancc  of  one 
pr  two  leagues. 

Of  the  Patagons. 

Without  being  charged  with  being 
vifionary,  or  ridiculoufly  curious,  one 
may  fay,  that  the  country  of  the  Pata- 
gons  deferves  to  be  enquired  after,  fo 
many  credible  relations  mentions  thofe 
giants,  that  we  cannot  reafonably 
doubt  of  the  exiftence  of  a  coun¬ 
try,  whofe  inhabitants  are  of  a  fize  fo 
very  different  from  ours.  The  phi- 
lofophic  tranfattions  of  the  Royal 
Society  of  London,  make  mention 
oi  a  fltull  that  rnuft  have  belonged  to 
one  of  theie  giants,  whofe  height,  by 
^n  exaft  comparifon  of  his  fkull  with 
ours,  mud  have  been  ten  or  twelve  feet. 
If  we  confider  the  thing  in  a  philoso¬ 
phical  light,  it  is  aftonifhing,  that  we  do 
not  find  the  fame  variation  of  the  fize 
of  men  as  in  feveral  other  fpecics,  to 
keep  as  near  the  human  fpecies,  as  pof- 
fible,  there  is  a  greater  difference  be¬ 
tween  the  different  fpecies  of  monkies, 
than  between  the  fmalleft  Laplander 
£nd  the  largeft  giants  mentioned  by 
travellers. 
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Thefe  men  deferve  undoubtedly  to 
be  known  :  the  largenefs  of  their  bo¬ 
dies  would  be  the  thing  lea  ft  worthy 
our  obfervation,  their  ideas,  their  know¬ 
ledge,  would  furnilh  new  matter  of  cu- 
riofity.  Secondly, 

Of  the  North  Paffage . 

After  finding  out  the  Terra  Auflralis,- 
another  difeovery  quite  oppofite,  would 
remain  to  be  made  in  the  northern 
leas ,  namely,  that  of  a  fhorter  paf¬ 
fage  to  tlie  Indie.*-,  than  by  doubling 
the  fouthern  points  of  Africa  or  Ame¬ 
rica.  The  Englilh,  Dutch,  and  Danes, 
have  often  attempted  the  difeovery  of 
this  paffage,  of  which  the  utility  is 
very  manifeft,  but  the  poffibility  pro¬ 
blematical.  This  paftage  has  been  fought 
by  the  north -eaft  and  north-weft,  but 
never  found.  Thefe  attempts,  however, 
though  of  no  ufe  to  thofe  that  made 
them,  will  he  of  great  ufe  to  thofe  who 
ihall  profecute  the  difeovery;  they  fihew, 
that  if  there  be  a  paffage  by  either  of  thefe 
ways,  it  muff  be  extremely  difficult,  as  it 
lies  through  ftraits,that  in  thole  northern 
feas,  are  almoll  always  Pnut  up  with  ice. 

The  conclufion,  to  which  all,  who 
have  been  in  quell  of  this  paffage,  have 
come  to,  is,  that  it  muff  be  attempted 
due  north,  for  fear  of  the  extreme  cold; 
if  they  (leered  too  near  the  pole,  the  na¬ 
vigators  did  not  (land  off  far  enough 
from  the  land,  and  always  found  the 
feas  (hut  up  with  ice.  Whether  it  was, 
that  the  places  where  they  wanted  to 
pafs  were  gulphs  only,  or  whether  they 
were  really  (traits,  it  is  a  kind  of  para¬ 
dox  to  fay,  that  they  would  have  found 
lefs  ice,  and  a  milder  climate  near  the 
pole;  but  befide.s  the  relations  whiph 
aft'ure  us,  feme  Dutchmen,  who  were 
driven  very  near  the  pole,  found  an  open 
and  a  calm  fea,  and  a  temperate  air, 
natural  hiflory  and  aflronomy,  make 
the  fad  credible.  If  the  polar  region, 
eonfifts  of  a  vaft  ocean,  we  IhouJd 
certainly  find  lefs  ice  in  it,  than  in 
places  farther  fouth,  where  the  fea  is 
hemmed  in  by  land  ;  and  the  continu¬ 
ance  of  the  fun  in  the  horrizon  for 
fix  •  mbnths,  muft  occafion  a  greater 
heat,  than  is  loft  by  the  fmallnefs  of 
his  meridian  altitude. 

I  therefore  think,  that  this  paffage 
muft  be  attempted  by  the  pole  itfeif, 
and  at  the  fame  time,  that  we  might  hope 
to  make  a  very  nfeful  difeovery  for 
trade,  it  would  be  a  very  curious  one, 
towards  gaining  a  better  knowledge  of 
the  globe  ;  to  learn  whether  the  point 
round  which  it  turns,  be  on  the  land 
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on  the  fez  ;  to  obferve  the  phaenomc- 
Oi  the  loaddone  at  the  iource  whence 
ieern  to  proceed  ;  and  to  determine 
the  aurora  borealis  are  caufed  by  a 
mminous  matter  iduing  from  the  pole, 
or  at  lead:  whether  the  pole  be  always 
covered  with  the  matter  of  thefe  aurora. 

I  dull  not  at  prefent  take  notice  of 
the  difficulties  attending  this  voyage,  the 
ajHdance  which  the  pilot  derives  from 
his  ait,  will  diminifh  in  proportion  as 
the  vefTel  approaches  the  pole,  and 
much  ot  it  will  ceale  at  the  pole  it- 
felf.  This  fatal  point  might  therefore 
be  avoided,  hut  if  the  vefTel  fhould 
come  to  it,  ihe  mud  he  differed  to  drive 
till  Ihe  be  at  dich  a  didance,  that  the 
rmes  of  navigation  may  again  be  made 
ufe  of.  I  lhall  not  enlarge  upon  this 
head,  what  I  propofe,  is  only  to  give  a 
hiat  of  dich  difeoveries  as  I  thought 
oi  mod  importance,  it  will  be  time 
enough,  when  your  Majedy  has  deter¬ 
mined,  which  to  profecute,  to  concert 
the  mod  proper  methods  for  that  end. 
But  if  fome  great  Prince  would  lend 
out  two  or  three  ihips  every  year  upon 
dich  enterprizes,  the  expence  would  be 
inconfiderable  ;  and,  befides  the  advan¬ 
tages  relulting  from  their  fuccefs,  they 
would  be  of  great  fervice  in  training 
up  expert  captains  and  pilots  for  all 
the  events  of  any  voyage;  and  it  is 
fcarce  pofTIble,  but  that  among  fo  many 
things  that  remain  unknown  on  our 
globe,  we  fhould  attain  to  fome  very  im¬ 
portant  difeoveries. 

Qifervations  on  the  variation  of  the  Needle. 

When  we  reflect  on  the  ufe  that  hath 
been  made  of  the  direction  of  the  needle 
to  the  pole,  vve  cannot  help  concluding 
that  this  wonderful  property  was  given 
it  to  guide  the  mariner.  But  as  this 
property,  of  which  we  have  but  an 
imperfect  knowledge,  is  at  prefent  of 
fiich  fervice,  it  is  highly  probable,  that 
from  a  fuller  acquaintance  with  it  dill 
farther  advantages  would  refuit. 

The  general  dire&ion  of  the  needle 
towards  the  pole,  teaches  us  how  to  deer 
our  courfes,  but  the  deviations  from  this 
direction,  which  are  undoubtedly  iub- 
je<ft  to  ib me  law,  hitherto  little  known, 
will  probably  afford  new  methods  referv* 
cd  by  nature  for  the  mariners  abid¬ 
ance  in  finding  out  in  what  point  of 
the  globe  he  is. 

Some  years  ago  his  Britannic  Majedy. 
fentout  Mr.  Halley  in  a  vefTel  intended 
for  the  improvement  of  maritime  know- 
lcge.  After  a  cruize  in  both'  hemif- 
phercs,  Ud<»  great  aftronomer  traced  a 


line  upon  the  globe,  in  which  aii  the 
touched  needles  pointed  due  north,  and 
their  declinations  increafed  in  propor¬ 
tion  to  their  didance  from  it.  Such  a 
line  well  afeertained,  would,  in  a  great; 
meafure,  fupply  what  is  dill  wanting, 
for  the  knowledge  of  the  longitude  at 
fea  ;  for,  by  obferving  the  declination 
of  the  needle  in  any  place,  it  would  be 
eafy  to  determine  how  far  it  lay  to  the 
ead  or  wed  of  any  particular  meridian. 

Other  geographers  have  been  of  opi¬ 
nion,  that  Mr.  Halley's  line  was  not 
the  only  one  upon  the  globe,  and  that 
fome  others  had  the  fame  advantages. 

As  the  declination  of  the  loaddone 
varies  in  the  fame  place,  thefe  lines 
which  have  no  declination,  cannot  al¬ 
ways  be  found  in  the  fame  pofition  ; 
but  if,  as  highly  probable,  their  motion 
be  regular,  and  we  could  attain  the 
knowledge  of  it,  their  utility  would  dill 
be  the  fame.  It  mud  be  owned,  that 
what  Mr.  Halley  hath  faid,  doth  not 
amount  to  full  evidence,  but  is  it  to  be 
expected,  that  fuch  great  enterprizes  can 
be  compleatcd  at  the  fird  attempt?  Or 
can  we  bedow  too  much  pains  to  ac- 
complifh  a  difeovery  of  fuch  high  im¬ 
portance  ? 

It  cannot  therefore  be  recommended 
too  warmly  to  mariners,  wherever  they 
are  able,  to  make  the  mod  exaft  ob- 
fervations  on  the  declination  of  the 
touched  needle.  Thefe  obfervations  are 
necedary  at  prefent,  towards  a  right 
knowledge  of  their  courfe,  and  accord¬ 
ingly  are  not  wholly  negle&ed,  but  they 
are  not  made  with  due  care. 

The  different  inclinations  of  the 
touched  needle  in  different  places  have 
made  fome  able  hydrographers  think, 
that  a  new  method  might  from  thence 
be  derived,  to  find  the  place  of  a  fhip. 
Thefe  obfervations  are  dill  more  diffi¬ 
cult  to  be  made  than  thofe  of  the  decli¬ 
nation,  and  can  fcarce  be  made  with 
the  necedary  exadlncfs  ;  hut  they  might 
be  made  at  land  in  all  the  different 
regions,  for  it  is  one  thing  to  make  ob¬ 
fervations  to  find  out  a  theory,  and 
another  to  make  obfervations,  in  order 
to  employ  a  theory  already  known. 

Of  ihe  Continent  of  Africa . 

Thefe  are  the  principal  difeoveries  to  . 
be  attempted  at  fca.  There  are  others 
on  land,  which  otherways  merit  our  at¬ 
tention.  The  immenfe  continent  of 
Africa,  fituate  in  the  fined  climate  in 
the  world,  formerly  inhabited  by  the 
mod  numerous  and  powerful  nations, 
and.  filled  with  great  cities,  is  fcarce 
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better  known  than  the  Terra  Auftralis. 
We  touch  at  its  (bores,  but  have  never 
penetrated  into  the  heart  of  the  coun¬ 
try-,  yet  if  we  reflect  on  its  fituation, 
in  the  fame  climate  with  thofe  places 
of  America,  which  are  mod  fertile  in 
gold  and  filver,  on  the  prodigious  riches 
of  the  old  world,  drawn  from  ic,  and  on 
the  quantity  of  gold  it  (till  yields  to 
fome  of  the  favages,  without  any  labour, 
we  mull  conclude  that  difeoveries  of  no 
fmall  importance  to  trade,  might  be 
made  in  the  continent  of  Africa.  What 
we  have  read  in  ancient  hiftory  of  the 
arts  and  fciences  which  were  cultivated 
by  the  nations  that  inhabited  it,  and  the 
aftonifhing  monuments  thereof,  ftili  to 
be  feen  on  the  confines  of  Egypt,  evi¬ 
dently  (hew,  that  this  country  is  high¬ 
ly  worthy  of  our  curiofity.

extraordinary  phenomena.  That  force, 
about  which  there  have  been  fo  many 
difputes,  and  which,  fuppofing  in  lodged 
in  all  bodies,  lerves  lo  well  to  explain 
nature,  is  only  known  by  experiments 
made  on  the  furface  of  the  earth,  it 
were  much  to  be  wifhed,  that  its  phe¬ 
nomena,  could  be  examined  in  fuch  deep 
cavities.

Of  the  Pyramids,  and  of  Cavities. 

Men  have  very  juftly  reckoned  thefe 
prodigious  maffes  of  earth  and  Hone  a- 
mong  the  wonders  of  the  wodd  ;  never- 
thelefs,  their  ufe  appears  to  us  very 
trivial,  or  is  unknown.'  T  he  Egyptians 
feem  to  have  been  more  defirous  of 
exciting  wonders  than  of  communicat¬ 
ing  inftruaion.  It  is,  however,  fcarce 
probable,  that  thefe  enormous  pyramids 
was  foley  intended  to  enclofe  a  dead  bo¬ 
dy  ;  they  contain,  perhaps,  the  me  ft 
extraordinary  monuments  of  the  hifto- 
ry  and  fciences  of  Egypt.  About  nine 
hundred  years  ago,  a  curious  Caliph, 
it  is  faid,  after  much  labour,  at  laft 
difeovered  a  fmall  paftage  leading  to  a 
hall,  in  which  is  ftiil  to  be  feen  a  marble 
theft,  or  kind  of  coffin.  But  how  fmall 
a  part  doth  this  occupy  in  fuch  an  edi¬ 
fice  ?  Is  it  not  highly  probable  that  it 
contains  many  other  things  ?  The  ufe 
of  gunpowder  renders  the  blowing  up 
one  of  thefe  pyramids  a  matter  of  no 
difficulty  at  p refen t ;  and  the  Grand 
Seignor  would  readily  give  that  permil- 
fion  to  a  King  of  France,  who  fhould 
Cxp refs  the  fmalleft  curiofity  to  have  it 
done. 

I  fhould,  however,  have  been  much 
better  plea  fed,  had  the  kings  of  Egypt 
employed  the  millions  of  men  who 
reared  thofe  pyramids  in  the  air,  in 
digging  cavities  in  the  earth,  of  a 
depth  anfvvcrable  to  the  marvellous  we 
find  in  the  works  of  thofe  princes. 
We  know  nothing  of  the  interior  of 
the  eaith.  Our  deepeft  mines  fcarce 
penertrate  to  the  fhell.  Could  we  get 
at  the  kernel,  it  is  probable  we  fhould 
find  matter  very  different  from  that 
^hich  we  know,  and  meet  with  fom* 


AS  my  younger  brother  of 
the  New-England  Indians, 
who  have  fettled  in  our  vicinity,  are 
now  going  to  vifit  their  friends, 
and  to  move  up  part  of  their  fa¬ 
milies  that  are  left  behind,  we  fend 
this  belt  by  them,  to  open  the  road 
wide,  clearing  it  of  all  obffacles, 
that  they  may  vifft  their  friends, 
and  return  to  their  fettlements  here 
in  peace. 

We  Oneidas  are  induced  to  this 
meafure,  on  account  of  the  difa- 
greeable  fituation  of  affairs  that 
way,  and  we  hope,  by  the  help  of 

God,  they  may  go  and  return  in 
peace. 

We  earneftly  recommend  them 
to  your  charity,  through  their 
long  journey. 

Now,  we  more  diredly  addrefs 
you  our  brother,  the  Governor  and 
Chiefs  of  N  ew-England. 

Brothers ,  We  have  heard  of  tha 
Unhappy  differences,  and  great 
contention,  betwixt  you  and  Old 
England;  we  wonder  greatly,  and 
are  troubled  in  our  minds. 

Brothers,  Poflefs  your  minds  in 
peace,  refpehting  us  Indians,  we 
cannot  intermeddle  in  this  difpute 
between  two  brothers,  the  quar¬ 
rel  fee-ms  to  be  unnatural ;  you  are

fwo  brothers  of  one  blood;  we  are 
unwilling  to  join  on  either  fide  in 
fuch  a  conteft ;  for  vve  bear  an  e- 
4ual  aiTe&ion  to  both  of  you,  Old 
England  and  NewEngland.  Should 
the  great  king  of  England  apply 
to  us  for  our  aid,  we  fiiall  decline 
him.  If  the  Colonies  apply,  we 
ftill  refufe.  The  prefent  lituation 
of  you  two  brothers,  is  new  and 
llrangc  to  us.  We  Indians  cannot 
recollect  in  the  tradition  of  our  an¬ 
cestors  the  like  cafe,  or  a  limilar 
inftance. 

Brothers ,  For  thefe  reafons  pof- 
fefs  your  minds  in  peace,  and  take 
no  umbrage  that  we  Indians  refufe 
joining  in  the  conteft :  We  are  for 
peace. 

Brother ,  Was  it  a  foreign  na¬ 
tion  who  itruck  you,  we  fhould 
look  into  the  matter.  We  hope, 
through  the  wile  government  and 
good  pleafure  of  God,  your  dif- 
trefs  may  foon  be  relieved,  and  the 
dark  cloud  be  difperfed. 

Brothers ,  As  we  have  declared 
far  peace,  we  defire  you  would  not 
apply  to  our  Indian  brethren  in 
New  England  for  their  affiftance  : 
Eet  us  Indians  be  all  of  one  mind, 
and  live  in  peace  with  one  another ; 
and  you  white  people  lettle  your 
difputes  betwixt  yourfelvcs. 

Brothers ,  We  have  now  declar¬ 
ed  our  mind.  Pleafe  write  to  us 
that  we  may  know  yours. 

We  the  fachems,  warriors,  and 
female  governelfes  of  the  Oneida, 
fend  our  love  to  you  brother,  go¬ 
vernor,  and  all  the  other  chiefs  in 
New  England.

Mr.  Aitken, 

The  following  paper,  tho*  written  many 
yeais  ago,  will  (ufhciently  recommend 
itfelf  to  a  place  in  your  Magazine. 

I  Was  interrupted  the  other  day  by  a 
vilit  from  a  friend,  who  has  been 
about  four  months  a  widower.  As  he 
loved  his  wife  with  extreme  fondnefs, 
any  advice  that  tended  towards  perfna  fl¬ 
ing. him  to  forget  her,  though  accom¬ 
panied  with  that  very  ftrong  argument, 
“  I'hat  neither  tears  nor  grief  can  recal 
the  dead,”  was  looked  upon  as  proceeding 
from  infenfibility  or  ill-nature.  I  therefore 
rcfolved  to  abftain  from  giving  him  any, 
’till  his  grief  fhould  have  tired  itfelf  out  ; 
well  knowing  that  it  is  impoflible  for 
any  violent  grief  to  continue  long. 

When  I  found  my  friend  a  little  eafier, 
and  that,  of  himlelf,  he  began  to  dif- 
courfe  about  his  wife,  I  ventured  to  de- 
fire  him  (in  order  to  make  him  (till  Iefs 
regret  her  lofs)  to  recoiled!  fome  pafla- 
ges  of  his  life,  in  which  he  had  paffed 
fome  uneafy  moments  with  her. 

“  1  fee,  interrupted  my  friend,  yew 
are  endeavouring  to  make  her  lofs  lighter 
to  me,  by  fixing  my  attention  only  to 
the  difagreeable  fide  of  the  medal ;  but, 
believe  me,  Sir,  if  I  was  to  turn  the  o- 
ther  fide,  and  pleafe  my  mind  with  a  re¬ 
view  of  the  bappinefs  I  enjoyed  with  her, 
all  that  you  could  alledge  would  fignify 
nothing.  I  could  with  pleafure  flill  bear 
more  from  her,  flill  to  enjoy  her  lov’d 
focicty.  If  I  was  not  compleatly  happy 
with  her,  it  was  owing  to  my  own  mif- 
conduct  in  the  beginning  of  cur  marri¬ 
age.  I  married  her,  you  know,  for  love. 
My  pafiion  was  fo  llrong,  that  1  thought 
I  never  could  exprefs  enough  to  her.  I 
did  not  flay  till  (he  liked  any  thing  ;  f 
prevented  her  wilhes  by  founding  her  in¬ 
clinations.  This  produced  in  her  at  firft 
a  quick  fenfe  of  gratitude,  and  an  in- 
creafe  of  tendernefs.  Ah,  friend  !  was 
I  to  deferibe  to  you  the  happy  hours  I 
have  enjoyed  in  the  contemplation  of  her 
love  to  me  (for  I  have  fo  much  delicacy 
in  my  nature,  that  it  is  not  the  love  I 
feel  can  make  me  happy,  but  the  return 
of  love  from  the  object  beloved)  I  fhould 
almofl  run  mad  with  the  recollection. 
Haw  fuperior  to  all  the  pleasures  that 
are  fo  eargcrly  purfued  by  the  reft  of 
mankind  did  I  think  an  hour  fpent  in 
her  company,  when  expreftions  of  paffi- 
on,  fuch  as  our  union  authorifed,  ufed 
to  drop  from  her  tongue,  and  her  looks 
confirmed  their  tender  meaning  !  My 
friends  and  relations  (fill  fhared  my  com¬ 
pany,  and  were  ftill  grafted  in  my  e- 
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September  26,  177 6.

THAT  the  Committee  appointed  to  fuper intend 
the  publication  of  the  Journals,  he  imponuered  and  intruded  to 
employ  Robert  Aitken  to  reprint  the  faid  Journals  from  the  be¬

A  Letter  from  governor  Trumbull,  dated  the  twenty-third  of 
December,  being  received,  was  read. 

The  Congrefs  took  into  confideration  the  report  of  the  commit¬ 
tee  on  captain  Selleck  s  petition,  which  was  agreed  to,  as  follows : 

That  they  have  maturely  confidered  the  petition,  and  have  exa¬ 
mined  captain  Simeon  Selleck  particularly  thereon,  and  are  of  o- 
pinion,  that  the  petitioner  be  allowed,  as  a  compenfation  for  his 
expences,  trouble  and  rifle  in  taking  the  goods  at  Turtlebay,  for 
the  ufe  of  the  United  Colonies,  the  fum  of  3^3  dollars  and  one- 
third  ;  and  that  the  committee  of  Fairfield  be  di're&ed  to  take  into 
their  pofreffion,  for  the  ufe  of  the  faid  Colonies,  all  the  goods  ta¬ 
ken  by  captain  Selleck,  which  are  not  already  delivered  by  him, 
and  to  forward  the  two  boxes  of  faltpetre,  now  in  captain  Sel- 
leck’s  cuftody,  to  the  powder-mill  in  Ulfter  county,  to  be  manu¬ 
factured  into  gun-powder,  for  the  Continental  fervice. 

The  Congrefs  taking  into  confideration  the  report  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  on  Lord  Stirling’s  letters,  after  debate  thereon, 

Refolved ,  That  it  be  recommitted. 

The  Congrefs  proceeded  to  the  eleaion  of  an  adjutant  for  the 
battalion  raifed  in  Pennfylvania,  and  the  ballots  being  taken,  and 
examined, 

John  Patterfon  was  elected. 

Refolved ,  1  hat  the  Prefident  fign  commiffions  to  the  field- 

officers  appointed  by  the  Provincial  Congrefs  of  North-Carolina, 
to  command  the  two  battalions,  directed  to  be  raifed  in  that  co¬ 
lony  by  this  Congrefs,  and  that  fuch  commiflions  bear  like  date 
with  thofe  iffued  to  the  faid  officers  by  the  faid  Provincial  Con  • 
grefs  of  North-Caroliiia.

1  he  Delegates  of  Nevv-York,  having  received  new  powers  from 
their  Convention,  laid  the  fame  before  Congrefs,  as  follows: 

“  In  Provincial  Congress,  New-York,  December  21 ,  1775* 

“  Refolved ,  That  the  prefent  Delegates  of  this  colony  in  Con¬ 
tinental  Congrefs  be  requefted  to  make  fuch  an  arrangement  a- 
mong  themfelves,  as  that  five  of  them  only  continue  at  Congrefs, 
and  reprefent  this  colony  at  any  one  time  ;  and  that  in  cafe  of  the 
lieceflary  abfence  of  any  one  or  two  of  the  Delegates  fo  attending, 
according  to  fuch  arrangement,  that  three  or  four  of  them  be  a 
quorum,  and  enabled  to  reprefent  the  colony  during  fuch  abfence.

ventions  or  committees  of  fafety  of  the  two  former  colonies,  and 
to  the  Provincial  Council  of  the  other  by  all  poffible  means  to 
make  a  vigorous  defence  and  oppoiition  ;  and  that  it  be  farther 
recommended  to  the  Committee  of  Safety  of  Virginia  and  the  Pro¬ 
vincial  Council  of  North-Carolina  to  meet  together  and  confer  and 
conclude  upon  fuch  operations,  as  they  may  think  molt  for  the>r 
mutual  intereft.

lony  of  New-Jerfey  for  want  of  ammunition  in  cafe  of  an  hoftile  in- 
vahon  of  that  colony,  but  the  evident  want  of  the  afiiftance  of 
thofe  battalions  for  the  defence  of  New-York,  where  an  attack  of 
the  enemy  is  moft  probably  to  be  apprehended,  a  requifition  be 
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made  by  the  Congrefs  to  the  Committee  of  Safety  of  Pennfylvania 
of  four  hundred  weight  of  powder  for  the  faid  battalions. 

That  the  fame  firewood,  camp  equipage  and  barrack  utenfils 
be  allowed  to  each  of  the  New-Jerfey  battalions  as  are  allowed  to 
the  battalion  raifed  in  Pennfylvania. 

That  the  hundred  Hand  of  arms  fupplied  by  the  colony  of 
New -York  for  the  New-Jerfey  battalions,  be  paid  for  by  the 
Convention  of  New-Jerfey  ;  and  that,  in  order  to  enable  the  faid 
Convention  to  make  fuch  payment,  as  well  as  to  furnifh  fuch  of 
the  men  belonging  to  the  faid  battalions,  as  are  yet  unprovided, 
with  arms,  the  farther  fum  of  1000  dollars  be  advanced  to  the  faid 
Convention  ;  and  that  the  price  of  the  arms  be  dedu&ed  out  of  the 
4 wages  of  the  privates  belongingto  the  faid  battalions.

ceived  and  drawn  into  erroneous  opinions  refpeCting  the  American 
caufe,  and  the  probable  ifiue  of  the  prefent  contefl; 

Refolved ,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  different  Committees, 
and  other  friends  to  American  liberty,  in  the  faid  Colonies,  to 
treat  all  fuch  perfons  with  kindnefs  and  attention  ;  to  confider 
them  as  the  inhabitants  of  a  country  determined  to  be  free,  and  to 
view  their  errors  as  proceeding  rather  from  want  of  information 
than  want  of  virtue  or  public  fpirit ;  to  explain  to  them  the  origin, 
nature  and  extent  of  the  prefent  controverfy  ;  to  acquaint  them 
with  the  fate  of  the  numerous  petitions  prefented  to  his  majefly, 
as  well  by  Afiemblics  as  Congreffes,  for  reconciliation  and  redreis 
of  grievances  ;  and  that  the  lafl  from  this  Congrefs,  humbly  re- 
quefling  the  fingle  favour  of  being  heard,  like  all  the  others,  has 
proved  unfuccefsful  ;  to  unfold  to  them  the  various  arts  of  admi- 
niftration  to  enfnare  and  cnflave  us,  and  the  manner  in  which  we 
have  been  cruelly  driven  to  defend,  by  arms,  thofe  very  rights, 
liberties  and  eflates,  which  we  and  our  forefathers  had  fo  long  en¬ 
joyed  u  nmole  lied  in  the  reigns  of  his  prefent  majefly ’s  predeceffors.

And  with  refpedt  to  all  fuch  unworthy  Americans  as,  regardlefs 
of  their  duty  to  their  Creator,  their  country  and  their  poflerity, 
have  taken  part  with  our  opprelTors,  and,  influenced  by  the 
hope  or  poffeffion  of  ignominious  rewards,  drive  to  recommend 
themfelves  to  the  bounty  of  adminiftration,  by  mifreprefenting 
and  traducing  the  conduft  and  principles  of  the  friends  of  Ameri¬ 
can  liberty,  and  oppofing  every  meafure  formed  for  its  preferva- 
tion  and  fecurity. 

Refolvsd ,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  different  Affemblies, 
Conventions  and  Committees  or  Councils  of  Safety  in  the  United 
Colonies,  by  the  mod  fpeedy  and  effectual  meafures  to  frudrate 
the  mifchievous  machinations,  and  redrain  the  wicked  practices  of 
thefe  men  :  And  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Congrefs,  that  they 
ought  to  be  difarmed,  and  the  more  dangerous  among  them  ei¬ 
ther  kept  in  fafe  cuffody,  or  bound  with  fufficient  fureties  to 
their  good  behaviour.

Edward  Motte,  for  expences,  fyc.  in  conducting  the 
prifoners  taken  at  St.  John’s,  from  Ringflon,  in  the  colony  of 
New-York,  to  Lancader,  in  Pennfylvania,  a  ballance  of  367.7 
dollars. 

To  Robert  Erwin,  waggon-mader,  for  carriage  of  cloathing 
and  medicines  to  Dobb’s  ferry  and  to  Cambridge,  222.6  dollars. 

Ordered ,  That  the  faid  accounts  be  paid. 

The  Committee  on  the  date  of  New-York  brought  in  a  farther 
report,  which  being  taken  into  confideration,  was  agreed  to  as 
follows  : 

Whereas  a  majority  of  the  inhabitants  of  Queen’s  county,  m 
the  colony  of  New-York,  being  incapable  of  refolving  to  live  and 
die  freemen,  and  being  more  difpofed  to  quit  their  liberties  than 
part  with  the  little  proportion  of  their  property  neceffary  to  de¬ 
fend  them,  have  deferted  the  American  caufe,  by  refilling  to  fend 
deputies  as  ufual  to  the  Convention  of  that  colony  ;  and  avowing, 
by  a  public  declaration,  an  unmanly  defign  of  remaining  inactive 
fpeCtators  of  the  prefent  conteft,  vainly  flattering  themfelves,  per¬ 
haps,  that  fhould  providence  declare  for  our  enemies,  they  may 
purchafe  their  mercy  and  favour  at  an  eafy  rate;  and  on  the  other 
hand,  if  the  war  fhould  terminate  in  favour  of  America,  that  then 
they  may  enjoy,  without  expence  of  blood  or  treafure,  all  the 
bleffmgs  refulting  from  that  liberty,  which  they,  in  the  day  of 
trial  had  abandoned,  and  in  defence  of  which,  many  of  their  more 
virtuous  neighbours  and  countrymen  had  nobly  died:  and  although 
the  want  of  public  fpirit  obfervable  in  thefe  men  rather  excites  pi¬ 
ty  than  alarm,  there  being  little  danger  to  apprehend  either  from 
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their  prowefs  or  example,  yet  it  being  reafonable,  that  thofe  who 
refufe  to  defend  their  country,  fhould  be  excluded  from  its  protec¬ 
tion,  and  prevented  from  doing  it  injury. 

Refaved,  I  hat  all  fuch  perfons  in  Queen’s  county  aforefaid,  as 
voted  again  ft  fending  deputies  to  the  prefent  Convention  of  New- 
\  ork,  and  named  m  a  lilt  of  delinquents  in  Queen’s  county,  pub¬ 
lished  by  the  Convention  of  New-York,  be  put  out  of  the  protec¬ 
tion  of  the  United  Colonies,  and  that  all  trade  and  mtercourfe 
with  them  ceafe  ;  that  none  of  the  inhabitants  of  that  county  be 
permitted  to  travel  or  abide  in  any  part  of  thefe  United  Colonies, 
out  of  their  faid  county,  without  a  certificate  from  the  Convention 
or  Committee  of  fafety  of  the  colony  of  New-York,  fetting  forth, 
that  fuch  inhabitant  is  a  friend  to  the  American  caufe,  and  not  of 
the  number  of  thofe  who  voted  againfl  fending  deputies  to  the 
laid  Convention  ;  and  that  fuch  of  the  faid  inhabitants  as  fhall  be 
found  out  of  the  faid  county  without  fuch  certificate,  be  appre¬ 
hended  and  imprifoned  three  months. 

Refolded,  That  no  attorney  or  lawyer  ought  to  commence,  pro- 
fecute,  or  defend  any  adlion  at  law  of  any  kind,  for  any  of  the  faid 
inhabitants  of  Queen’s  county,  who  voted  againfl  fending  depu¬ 
ties  to  the  Convention,  as  aforefaid;  and  fuch  attorney  or  lawyer 
as  {hall  contravene  this  refolution,  are  enemies  to  the  American 
caufe,  and  ought  to  be  treated  accordingly. 

Ref^lvedy  That  the  Convention  or  Committee  of  fafety  of  the  co¬ 
lony  of  New-York  be  requefled  to  continue  publifhingfor  a  month, 
in  all  their  Gazettes  or  news-papers,  the  names  of  all  fuch  of  the 
inhabitants  of  Queen’s  county,  as  voted  againfl  fending  deputies  ; 
and  to  give  certificates,  in  the  manner  before  recommended,  to  fuch 
others  of  the  faid  inhabitants,  as  are  friends  to  American  liberty. 

And  it  is  recommended  to  all  Conventions, Committees  of  fafety, 
and  others,  to  be  diligent  in  executing  the  above  refolutions. 

Rcfolved ,  That  colonel  Nathaniel  Heard  of  Woodbridge,  in  the 
colony  of  New-Jerfey,  taking  with  him  five  or  fix  hundred  minute- 
men,  under  difereet  officers,  do  march  to  the  weflern  part  of 
Queen’s  county,  and  that  colonel  Waterbury  of  Stanford,  in  the 
colony  of  Connecticut,  with  the  like  number  of  minute-men,  march 
to  the  eaflern  iide  of  faid  county  ;  that  they  confer  together,  and 
endeavour  to  enter  the  faid  county  on  one  day;  that  they  proceed 
to  difarm  every  pcrlon  in  the  faid  county,  who  voted  againfl  fend¬ 
ing  deputies  to  the  faid  Convention,  and  caufe  them  to  deliver  up 
their  arms  and  ammunition  on  oath, and  that  they  take  and  confine, 
in  fafe  cuftody,  till  further  orders,  all  fuch  as  refufe  compliance. 

That  they  apprehend  and  fccure,  till  further  orders,  the  perfons 
named  as  principal  men  among  the  difafleCted  in  the  faid  county, 
in  a  fummons  for  their  appearance  before  the  Convention  of  New- 
York,  ilfued  the  12th  of  December  kill,  viz.

Jofeph  French,  Efq.  Joha  nnes  Polhemus*

Hamftead,  Juftice  Gilbert  Van  Wyck,  Daniel  Kiffam,  Efq. 
of  Cowneck,  capt.  Jacob  Mott,  Thomas  Cornhill,  of  Rockaway, 
Gabriel  G.  Ludlow,.  Richard  Hewlet,  capt.  Charles  Hicks,  Dr’

Refolved ,  That  in  all  elections  of  officers  by  Congrefs,  where 
moie  than  one  are  elected  on  the  fame  day  to  commands  of  the 
fame  rank,  they  ftall  take  rank  of  each  other  according  to  their 
election,  and  the  entry  of  their  names  in  the  minutes,  and  their 
commiffions  ftall  be  numbered  to  ftew  their  priority. 

The  Congrefs  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  other  field-offi-

To  the  Committee  of  infpe&ion  and  obfervation  of  the  city  and 
liberties  of  Philadelphia,  for  187,046  flints,  by  them  purchased  a- 
greeable  to  the  order  of  Congrefs  the  fum  of  737  dollars. 

To  fundry  perfons,  per  lift,  for  figning  the  Continental  bills  of 
credit,  the  fum  of  1165.7  dollars,  and  that  an  order  be  given  to  the 
treafurers  for  the  payment  of  the  fame,  agreeable  to  the  faid  lift. 

To  the  Committee  of  Frederic-Tovvn,  Maryland,  for  expences

Ordered ,  That  the  faid  accounts  be  paid  accordingly. 

Refolded ,  That  a  Commiftary  be  appointed  to  provide  the  three 
companies  ordered  to  Northampton,  in  Virginia,  with  rations  while 
on  their  march,  and  during  their  ftay  in  that  country. 

That  the  appointment  of  faid  commiftary  be  deferred  till  to-mor¬ 
row.  ' 

The  Congrefs  refumed  the  confideration  of  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  the  ftate  of  New-York;  whereupon, 

Rcfolved ,  That  the  fame  be  poftponed  till  to  morrow,  and  that 
the  delegates  of  New-York  be  delired  to  requeft  the  attendance  of 
the  gentlemen  fent  to  Congrefs  by  the  Convention  of  their  colony. 

Refolved, ,  That  major  Prefton  have  liberty  to  chufe  the  place  of 
his  rTidence  confident  with  former  refolutions  of  Congrefs,  and 
that  the  prefident  take  his  parole. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  confider  what  allowance  ought  to 
be  made  to  officers  who  are  prifoners,  brought  in  their  report. 

Ordered ,  That  the  fame  be  taken  into  confideration  on  Saturday 
ctext. 

Adjourned  to  ten  o’clock  to-morrow. 

Fpiday,  January  5,  1776. 

There  being  a  vacancv  in  the  firft  of  the  Pennfylvania  battalions 
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By  the  promotion  of  capt.  Allen,  the  Congrefs  proceeded  to  the 
election  of  a  perfon  to  fupply  laid  vacancy,  and  the  ballots  being 
taken,  Benjamin  L  avis,  olded  lieutenant  in  faid  battalion,  was  e- 
kdted. 

Rcfolvea,  That  the  lum  of  ten  thoufand  dollars  be  flruck,  for 
the  purpoie  of  exchanging  ragged  and  torn  bills  of  the  Continen¬ 
tal  currency;  that  the  bills,  making  this  fum,  be  of  the  fame  de¬ 
nominations,  pr  inted  under  the  infpe&ion  of  the  fame  perfons,  and 
figned  and  numbered  by  the  fame  figners,  as  the  lad  emiffion,  and 
tha  they  be  lodged  in  the  treafury,  to  be  applied  to  the  foie  pur¬ 
pose  aforefaid. 

Rejoined,  That  all  Committees,  and  others,  who  have  had  pub¬ 
lic  money  put  into  their  hands,  lay  upon  the  table  an  account  of 
the  expenditure  of  the  fame. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  confider  the  letter  of  gen.  Wafh- 
Kigton,  dated  the  18th  of  December,  and  the  enclofed  papers, 
brought  in  a  report  upon  that  part  which  relates  to  James  Lovell, 
who  has  long  been,  and  dill  is,  detained  a  clofe  prifoner  in  Bodon 
by  order  of  gen.  Howe,  which  being  taken  into  confideration,  was 
agreed  to,  and  is  as  follows,

bath,  for  years  pad,  been  an  able  advocate  for  the  liberties  of  A- 
merica  and  mankind;  that  by  his  letter  to  gen.

Whereupon  Refolned ,  That  Mr.  James  Lovell,  an  inhabitant  of 
Bofton,  now  held  a  clofe  prifoner  there,  by  order  of  gen.  Howe, 
has  difeovered  under  the  fevered  trials  the  warmed  attachment  to 
public  liberty,  and  an  inflexible  fidelity  to  his  country;  that  by  his 
late  letter  to  gen.  Wafhington,  he  has  given  the  dronged  evidence 
of  difintereded  public  affection,  in  refufing  to  liden  to  terms  offer-’ 
cd  for  his  relief,  till  he  could  be  informed  by  his  countrymen  that 
they  were  compatible  with  their  fafety  and  honour, 

Refolned ,  That  it  is  deeply  to  be  regretted  that  a  Britifh  gene¬ 
ral  can  be  found  degenerate  enough  fo  ignominioufly  and  cruelly 
to  treat  a  citizen,  who  is  fo  eminently  virtuous. 

Refolned ,  That  it  be  an  indruedion  to  gen.  Wafhington  to  make 
an  offer  of  gov.  Skene  in  exchange  for  the  faid  Mr.  Lovell  and  his 
family. 

Refolned ,  That  gen.  Wafhington  be  defired  to  embrace  the  fird 
opportunity  which  may  offer,  of  giving  fome  office  to  Mr.  Lovell 
equal  to  his  abilities,  and  which  the  public  fervice  may  require. 

Ordered ,  That  a  copy  of  the  foregoing  refolutions  be  tranfmitted 
to  the  general  as  fpeedily  as  poffible. 

Rejoined ,  That  the  prefident  write  to  gen.  Wafhington,  and  de¬ 
fire  him  to  inform  Congrefs  what  rank  the  aids  de-camp  of  the  gene¬ 
ral 
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ral  officers  ffiould  have  in  the  army  of  the  United  Colonies. 

The  Committee  of  claims  reported,  that  there  is  due  to  Adam 
Fiflier,  forexpences  attending  his  conducting  Conolly  and  Cameron 
fiom  Frederic,  in  Maryland,  to  Philadelphia,  and  his  charges  back 
again  for  himielf  and  the  men,  the  fum  of  156  dollars. 

Ordered ,  That  the  fame  be  paid. 

^  The  Congrefs  aaving  conferred  with  the  gentlemen  fent  by  the 
Convention  ofNew-York,  refumed  the  confideration  of  the  report 
of  the  Committee  on  the  ftate  of  that  colony,  and  the  fame  was  a- 
greed  to.

That  the  captain  of  any  fingle  (hip  or  armed  veffel,  have  two 
twentieth  parts  for  his  (hare,  but  if  more  (hips  or  armed  veffels  be 
in  company  when  a  prize  is  taken,  then  the  two  twentieth  parts  to 
be  divided  amortgft  all  the  faid  captains. 

That  the  captains  of  marines,  lieutenants  of  the  {hips  or  armed 
veffels,  and  makers  thereof  {hare  together,  and  have  three-twen¬ 
tieth  parts  divided  among  them  equally  or  all  prizes  taken  when 
they  are  in  company. 

That  the  lieutenants  of  marines,  furgeons,  chaplains,  purfers, 
boatfwains,  gunners,  carpenters,  the  mailers  mates  and  the  fecre- 
tary  of  the  fleet  {hare  together,  and  have  two  twentieth  parts  and 
one  half  of  a  twentieth  part  divided  among  them,  equally  of  all 
prizes  taken  when  they  are  in  company. 

That  the  following  petty  warrant  and  petty  officers  v/z. -(allow¬ 
ing  for  each  {hip  fix  midfhipmen,  for  each  brig  four  midfhipmen, 
and  each  Hoop  two  midfhipmen,  one  captain’s  clerk,  one  furgeon’s 
mate,  one  fteward,  one  failmaker,  one  cooper,  one  armorer,  two 
boatfwain’s  mates,  two  gunners  mates,  two  carpenters  mates,  one 
cook,  one  cockfwain,  two  fergeants  of  marines  for  each  {hip,  and 
one  fergeant  for  each  brig  and  {loop)  have  three-twentieth  parts  di¬ 
vided  among  them  equally,  and  when  a  prize  is  taken  by  any  {hip 
or  veffel  on  board  or  in  company  of  which  the  commander  in  chief 
is,  then  the  commander  in  chief  s  cook  or  cockfwain  to  be  added  to 
this  allottment,  and  have  their  {hares  with  thefe  lafh  mentioned. 

That  the  remaining  eight-twentieth  parts  and  one  half  of  the 
twentieth  part,  be  divided  among  the  reft  of  the  {hip  or  fhips  com¬ 
panies,  as  it  may  happen,  {hare  and  {hare  alike. 

That  no  officer  or  man  have  any  fhare  but  fuch  as  are  a&ually 
on  board  their  feveral  veffels  when  any  prize  or  prizes  are  taken, 
excepting  only  fuch  as  may  have  been  ordered  on  board  any  other  ^ 
prizes  before  taken, or  fentaway  by  his  or  their  commanding  officers.

.  *  hc  ^ongrefs  taking  into  confideration  the  report  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  general  Schuyler’s  letters,  thereupon  came  to  the  follow¬ 
ing  reioiutions, 


Refolved ,  That  fhip wrights  be  immediately  fent  from  New- 
ai^cl  Philadelphia  to  general  Schuyler,  or  the  commander  in 
chief  °f  the  forces  at  Ticonderoga,  to  be  employed  b}  him  in 
conltiucting  a  number  of  batteaus,  not  exceeding  one  hundred, 

01  ti  anfporting  troops  with  their  baggage  from  that  place  into 
Canada,  whenever  it  may  be  found  neceflary. 

That  a  fufficient  number  of  fuitable  men  be  engaged  for  rowing 

aid  batteaus  ;  and  that  a  large  quantity  of  provifions  and  ftores 
be  fent  this  winter  to  fort  George. 

That  general  Schuyler  be  defired  to  have  the  river  "St.  Law- 
lence,  above  and  below  Quebec,  well  explored,  and  to  determine 
upon  proper  places  for  oppofing  by  armed  boats,  or  otherwife,  a- 
ny  attempts  of  the  enemy  to  penetrate  that  country  by  the  river  ; 
and  that  he  give  order  for  conftru&ing  fpeedily  as  many  fuch 
boats  as  he  (hall  judge  necelfary. 

That  two  fliipwrights  be  immediately  fent  from  Philadelphia  to 
be  employed  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  of  Infpeaion 
at  Albany,  in  conllru&ing  fcows  for  facilitating  the  paffage  over 
Hudfo  n’s  river.

Refolded,  i  hat  the  provifion  heretofore  made  for  an  hofpital 
in  the  northerp  army  when  it  was  more  numerous  than  it  is  now,  is 
fufficient.

Refolved,  That  the  Convention  ofNew-Yorkbe  defired  to  fend 
three  thoufand  bufhels  of  fait,  befides  what  general  Schuyler  hath 
already  ordered  to  be  brought  to  Ticonderoga. 

Refolved,  That  the  governor  of  Conne&icut,  the  general  affem- 
blies  of  Maffachufetts-Bay  and  New-Hampfhire  and  the  conven¬ 
tion  of  New-York,  be  written  to  forthwith,  by  the  delegates  of 
the  faid  colonies  refpeflively,  to  furnifh  general  Schuyler  with  the 
account  of  money  paid  to  any  perfons  in  the  army  under  his  com¬ 
mand,  fpecifying  the  names  of  thofe  to  whom  the  money  was  paid 
by  their  order. 

Refolved ,  That  the  contrad  made  by  general  Schuyler  to  allow- 

one 
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one  twelfth  part  of  a  dollar  per  day,  for  billeting  money  to  every 
one  of  the  men,  who  re-inlift  in  the  northern  army,  until  they  can 
march  to  the  place,  where  provifions  may  be  deliverad  to  them,  be 
made  good. 

Rejolved ,  That  the  officers  of  the  northern  army  be  accountable 
for  fuch  public  ftores  iffued  to  them,  as  may  be  loft  through  care- 
leffnefsby  their  refpeCtive  corps,  and  that  the  value  thereof  be  de¬ 
duced  out  of  the  pay  of  thofe  who  have  embezzled  or  wafted  the 

fame. 

Refolved ,  That  this  Congrefs  does  approve  of  the  raifmg  a  bat¬ 
talion  of  Canadians  and  of  the  appointment  of  James  Livingfton, 
Efq;  colonel  thereof. 

Rejolved ,  That  nine  battalions,  including  that  of  Canadians  un¬ 
der  colonel  Livingfton,  be  kept  up  and  maintained  the  prefent 
year  for  the  defence  of  Canada. 

Refolved ,  That  the  firft  Pennfylvania  battalion  under  colonel 
Bull,  and  the  fecond  New-Jerfey  battalion  under  colonel  Maxwell, 
be  ordered  to  march  immediately  to  Albany,  and  there  put  them- 
felves  under  the  command  of  general  Schuyler,  and  that  the  orders 
given  for  the  march  of  three  companies  of  colonel  Bull’s  battalion 
to  Accamack  and  Northampton  be  countermanded. 

And  to  make  up  the  reft  of  the  battalions  voted  for  the  defence 
of  Canada,  that  one  battalion  be  raifed  in  New-Hampfhire,  one 
in  Connecticut  and  one  in  New-York  ;  that  two  battalions  be 
formed  out  of  the  troops  now  in  Canada,  and  that  general  Mont¬ 
gomery  be  defired  to  recommend  proper  perfons  for  officers  in  faid 
battalions ;  and  that  one  of  the  five  battalions  lately  ordered  to  be 
raifed  in  Pennfylvania,  be  deftined  for  Canada. 

Refolved ,  That  a  Committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  devife 
ways  and  means  for  furniffiing  the  battalions  deftined  for  Canada, 
with  provifions,  and  for  expediting  their  march. 

The  members  chofen,  Mr.  Floyd,  Mr.  Deane  and  Mr. 
M‘Kean. 

Refolved ,  That  the  farther  confideration  of  the  report  be  defer¬ 
red  till  to-morrow. 

Information  being  given  to  Congrefs  that  about  fifty-feven  tons 
of  falt-petre  were  arrived  at  Philadelphia  and  about  fifteen  tons  of 
powder  at  New-York  for  fale. 

Refolved,  That  the  fecret  committee  be  directed  to  treat  for  the 
purchafe  of  the  falt-petre  and  enquire  how  it  may  be  moft  fpeedi- 
ly  manufactured  into  powder  and  report  to  Congrefs. 

That  Mr.  P.  Livingfton,  Mr.  Alfop,  Mr.  Jay  and  Mr.  Lewis 
be  direCted  to  purchafe,  on  the  belt  terms  they  can,  for  the  ufe  of 
the  United  Colonies,  the  powder  arrived  at  New-York,  and  for¬ 
ward  the  fame  with  all  poffible  expedition,  under  a  guard  to  the 
«amp  at  Cambridge. 

Refolved ,  That  the  Convention  or  Committee  of  Safety  of  Ma- 
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ryhnd  be  requefted  to  order  three  companies  of  the  minute-men  in 
the  fervice  of  that  colony  to  march  immediately  from  thence  to  the 
counties .  of  Accamack  and  Northampton,  in  Virginia,  inftead  of 
the  forces  that  were  dire&ed  to  go  thither  from  Pennsylvania,  and 
to  lay  before  Congrefs  the  accounts  of  their  fubfiftance  and  pay, 
which  ih all  be  paid  out  of  the  Continental  treafury. 

KlJoI u'cd,  I  hat  the  Committee  of  Safety  of  Pennfylyania  be  de¬ 
filed  to  fend  live  hundred  pounds  weight  of  powder  to  the  colony 
of  Virginia  for  tjie  ufe  of  the  forces  to  be  employed  in  the  counties 
ol  Accamack  and  Northampton. 

Adjourned  to  ten  o'clock  to-morrow.

That  the  Delegates  of  Pennfylvania  be  diredled  to  count  and 
forward  the  fame  with  all  convenient  fpeed  under  a  guard  of  an 
officer  and  two  men* 

The  Congrefs  refuming  the  confideration  of  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  general  Schuyler’s  letters,  &c.  thereupon  came  to 
the  following  refolutions, 

Refolved  t  That  colonel  V.  Schaick,  lieutenant  colonel  Yates, 
and  major  Ganfevoort  be  continued  in  the  fervice  of  the  United 
Colonies,  and  that  they  take  the  command  of  the  battalion  to  be 
levied  in  the  colony  of  New-York* 

That  captain  Lamb  be  appointed  commander  of  the  artillery  in 
the  northern  department  with  the  rank  of  major,  and  that  he  be 
allowed  50  dollars  per  month  from  the  firft:  day  of  the  prefent 
month,  as  a  reward  for  his  activity  andfpirited  condudl  in  the  lafl 
campaign. 

That  no  poilage  be  paid  for  any  letters  to  or  from  private  fol- 
diers,  while  engaged  in  adlual  fervice  in  the  defence  of  the  United 
Colonies  ;  and  that  fuch  letters  be  franked  by  fome  perfon  autho¬ 
rized  for  that  purpofe,  by  the  commanding  officer  of  the  depart¬ 
ment. 

That  a  letter  be  written  to  general  Schuyler  by  the  Prefident, 
informing  him,  that  it  is  the  opinion  of  Congrefs,  he  fhould  pro¬ 
ceed  to  have  the  conduct  cf  lieutenant  Halfey  enquired  into  by  a 
court-martial,  giving  him  previous  notice  to  appear  in  his  own  de¬ 
fence,  and  that  fuch  fentence  ffiould  be  palled  on  him,  as  fuch 
court  martial  fhall  think  juft,  and  if  the  faid  lieutenant  Halfey 
fhall  decline  to  fubmit  his  condudl  to  fuch  examination  and  fen¬ 
tence,  that  then  all  arrears  of  pay  due  to  him  be  flopped;  to  ena¬ 
ble  him  to  give  difeharges  to  fuch  officers  as  have  quitted  the  fer¬ 
vice  ;  to  affure  him  that  we  have  great  confidence  in  his  attention 
to  the  public  interefl,  and  rely  that  he  will  give  to  the  proper  offi¬ 
cers  m  his  department  fuch  orders,  as  will  procure  indemnifica¬ 
tion  to  the  public  for  any  embezzlement  or  wafte  of  its  {lores,  or 
monies  ;  to  empower  him  to  remit  to  fuch  of  the  troops  raifed  in 
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the  colony  of  New- York,  as  may  re-inlift,  any  right  we  may  have 
to  ftop  wages  for  under  cl  oaths  delivered  to  them ;  to  delire  he 
will  communicate  to  Mr.  Price  the  fenfe  this  Congrefs  have  of  his 
friendly  offices  to  general  Montgomery,  in  favour  of  the  Amen* 
can  caufe,  to  return  him  our  thanks  for  the  fame,  and  allure  him 
immediate  meafures  fh all  be  taken  for  replacing  the  monies  he  has 
advanced  ;  to  notify  to  colonel  Eafton  our  approbation  of  his  late 
fervices,  and  that  we  fhall  retain  in  our  minds  a  juft  fenfe  of  them* 

That  general  Schuyler  be  directed  to  appoint  Mr.  John  M‘Pher* 
fon  a  major  in  one  of  the  battalions  ordered  to  be  railed  out  of  the 
troops  in  Canada.  '  > 

That  a  conductor  of  artillery,  a  fuperintendant  of  the  arms,  a 
barrack-mafter,  and  ftore-keeper  be  appointed  to  the  northern 
army,  and  that  general  Schuyler  be  delired  to  recommend  proper 
perfons  to  Congrefs  forthofe  offices. 

That  the  deputy  pay-mafter  general  have  liberty  to  appoint  un* 
der  him  two  affiftant  pay-malfers;  who  (hall  each  rceive  26I  dol¬ 
lars  per  month,  for  their  trouble  and  fervices. 

That  all  the  officers  and  foldiers  in  the  northern  department  be 
paid  in  perfon  by  the  deputy  pay-mafter  general,  or  the  affiftants 
to  be  appointed  by  him  in  confequence  of  the  foregoing  refolve. 

That  a  communication  be  forthwith  opened  between  Skenesbo- 
rough  and  fort  Ann,  and  that  Woodcreekbe  cleared  for  that  pur- 
‘pofe. 

That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Committee  of  fafety  of  the  pro*- 
vince  of  New- York  to  appoint  proper  perfons  to  enquire  into  the 
propriety  and  practicability  of  ebftru£ting  or  leffening  the  depth 
of  water  in  the  Narrows,  or  in  any  other  place  at  the  entrance  of 
New-York,  or  of  any  way  of  fortifying  thatpafs,  fo  as  to  prevent 
the  entrance  of  the  enemy  ;  and  alfo  to  enquire  whether  the  depth 
of  water  in  Hudfon’s  river,  below  the  battery,  may  not  eaiily  be 
leffened,  fo  as  to  prevent  large  Ihips  paffing  up,  and  to  make  an  es¬ 
timate  of  the  expence,  and  report  their  proceedings  in  the  premif- 
fes  immediately  to  Congrefs.

Whereas  it  appears  to  this  Congrefs  that  feveral  evil  difpofed 
perfons,  in  order  to  obftru&  and  defeat  the  efforts  of  the  United 
Colonies,  in  defence  of  their  juft  rights,  have  attempted  to  depre¬ 
ciate  the  bills  of  credit  emitted  by  the  authority  of  this  Congrefs, 

Refolved ,  therefore,  That  if  any  perfon  fhall  hereafter  be  fo  loft 
to  all  virtue  and  regard  for  his  country,  as  to  refufe  to  receive  faid 
bills  in  payment,  or  obftruft  and  difeourage  the  currency  or  cir¬ 
culation  thereof,  and  fhall  be  duly  convicted  by  the  Committee  of 
the  city,  county,  or  diftri£t,  or  in  cafe  of  appeal  from  their  decx- 
fion,  by  the  Affembly,  Convention,  Council  or  Committee  of  fafe- 
ty  of  the  colony  where  he  fhall  refide,  fuch  perfon  fhall  be  deemed, 
publifhed,  and  treated  as  an  enemy  of  his  country,  and  precluded 
from  all  trade  or  intercourfe  with  the  inhabitants  of  thefe  colonies. 

Ordered ,  That  the  foregoing  refolve  be  immediately  publifhed. 

Refolved ,  That  an  order  be  drawn  on  the  treafurers,  in  favour 
of  the  Committee  of  Safety  of  Pennfylvania,  for  the  fum  of  6000 
dollars,  for  the  ufe  of  the  firft  Pennfylvania  battalion,  the  faid 
Committee  to  be  accountable  for  the  fame. 

A  reprefentation  of  the  field  officers  of  the  Pennfylvania  battali¬ 
ons,  fetting  forth  the  inconveniencies  that  will  arife  from  the  bat¬ 
talions  confifting  of  feven  battalion-companies,  was  prefented  to 
Congrefs  and  read. 

Ordered ,  That  the  fame  be  referred  for  confideration  till  to¬ 
morrow.  - 

Adjourned  to  ten  o’clock  to-morrow. 

Friday,  January  12,  1776.

r.  Douw,  Efq.  be  paid;  the  latter  through  the  hands  of  James 
l)uane,  Efq. 

1  he  Committee  appointed  to  enquire  into  the  conduct  of  the 
officers  who  are  prifoners,  and  the  manner  in  which  they  are  at 
prefent  filthified,  brought  in  their  report,  which  was  agreed  to, 
as  follows : 

Refolved ,  That  the  conduct  of  the  officers  at  Trenton,  though 
in  other  refpe&s  unexceptionable,  is,  as  to  their  manner  of  living, 
exceedingly  extravagant,  they  being  boarded  at  taverns,  and  the 
innkeepers  fupplying  them  in  a  luxurious  manner,  on  the  credit 
of  the  Continent. 

That  the  Congrefs  will,  for  the  future,  allow  2  dollars  per 
week  for  the  board  and  lodgings  of  officers,  who  are  prifoners 
(for  which  fum  they  may  have  decent  lodgings)  to  be  repaid  by 
the  officers  before  they  are  releafed  from  their  captivity. 

That  the  accounts  of  the  feveral  innkeepers  againfl  the  officers 
be  paid  by  the  Continent,  which  are  alfo  to  be  repaid  by  the  faid 
officers  before  their  difcharcre. 

That  no  tavern  keeper  fupply  the  faid  officers  for  the  future  on 
the  credit  of  the  Continent* 

That  the  officers  now  at  Trenton  be  direcled  to  remove  to  fome 
other  place  at  a  proper  diftance  from  the  public  pofl-road. 

*  That  the  officers  at  Trenton  have  liberty  to  chufe  the  places  of 
their  relidence,  the  choice  being  made  confident  with  former  re- 
folutions  of  Congrefs. 

That  a  copy  of  the  above  refolutions,  together  with  a  copy  of 
the  refolution  granting  officers  liberty  to  fell  bills  for  their  fubfif- 
tence,  be  transmitted  to  the  feveral  Committees,  where  officers 
who  are  prifoners  reiide ;  and  that  the  faid  Committees  be  direct¬ 
ed  to  apply  to  the  faid  officers  for  their  bills  to  difeharge  the 
debts  already  incurred,  and  alfo  to  inform  them,  it  is  expeCted 
they  will  from  time  to  time  draw  for  their  future  fubfillence. 

Qrdered,  That  Rachel  Stillc’s  account  for  fubfillence  of  officers 
to  the  4th  of  January,  1776,  amounting  to  423.6  dollars,  be  paid.

That  an  exprefs  be  fent  to  the  Committee  of  fafety  of  New- Jer- 
fey,  and  an  application  made  to  that  of  Pennfylvania,  immediate¬ 
ly  to  quicken  the  officers  employed  in  levying  the  forces  diredled 
to  be  raifed  in  thofe  colonies,  and  marched  to  Canada,  and  do  all 
in  their  power  to  forward  the  fervice.  And  that  the  Committee 
of  infpe&ion  of  the  city  and  liberties  of  Philadelphia,  be  requelled 
forthwith  to  ufe  their  utmoll  endeavours  to  aid  Mr.  J.  Meafe  in 
procuring  of  the  houfeholders  therein,  fuch  blankets  as  may  be 
fpared  from  their  refpedtive  families,  for  the  ufe  of  the  battalion 
dellined  for  this  important  expedition  at  fo  fevere  a  feafon,  for 
which  the  owners  fhall  be  allowed  the  value  of  fuch  blankets  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  ellimation  of  the  faid  Committee  of  infpe6lion. 
And  that  colonel  Bull  and  colonel  Maxwell  do  without  delay  march 
fuch  of  the  companies  of  their  battalions  as  are  now  ready,  to  ge¬ 
neral  Schuyler.

That  for  the  more  fpeedy  raifing  the  battalions,  ordered  on  the 
8th  of  Jauuary  to  be  raifed  in  the  colonies  of  New-Hamp/hire, 
Connecticut,  New-York,  and  Pennfylvania,  for  the  defence  of  Ca¬ 
nada,  it  be  recommended  to  the  General  Alfemblies,  Conventions, 
or  Councils  or  Committees  of  fafety  of  thofe  colonies  refpeclively, 
to  exert  their  utmoll  endeavours  in  railing  the  faid  battalions,  upon 
the  fame  pay  ajjd  fubfillence  as  the  army  at  Cambridge,  and  to 
furnifh  them  with  provifions,  ammunition,  and  other  necelfaries, 
for  expediting  their  march  to  Canada.  And  for  further  encourag¬ 
ing  the  men  more  cheerfully  to  enter  into  the  fervice  of  their  coun¬ 
try,  to  give  a  bounty  of  fix  dollars  and  two-thirds  to  every  able 
bodied  effedlive  man,  properly  clothed  for  the  fervice,  and  having 
a  good  firelock,  with  a  bayonet,  and  other  accoutrements,  and  four 
dollars  to  every  foldier  not  having  the  like  arms  and  accoutrements; 
the  arms  to  be  fupplied  by  the  colony,  and  the  coll  to  be  deduc¬ 
ted  out  of  the  foldiers  pay  ;  and  alio  to  provide  a  blanket  and  ha- 
verfack  for  every  ini i lied  foldier,  and  moreover  to  advance  one 
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month's  pay  to  every  officer  and  foldier  before  their  march,  that 
they  may  be  able  to  purchafe  neceffary  cloathing. 

That  the  firft  two  companies  which  fhall  be  complete  of  every 
battalion  do  march  to  that  country  fo  foon  as  they  fhall  be  ready, 
and  be  followed  in  the  fame  numbers,  with  like  expedition,  by  the 
reft  of  the  corps.  And  that  it  be  recommended  to  the  General 
Affemblies,  Conventions,  and  Councils  or  Committees  of  fafety  of 
the  colonies  in  which  battalions  are  directed  to  be  railed,  that  they 
rtfpedlively  attend  to  this  bufinefs.

that  it  be  recommended  to  the  General  Affembly  of  Maffachufetts- 
Bay,  to  raife  the  like  number  of  matroifes,  and  in  the  like  manner, 
and  that  boththefe  and  the  additional  regiment  there  be  infilled  on 
the  fame  terms  as  thofe  directed  to  be  raifed  for  this  fervice  in  New- 
Hampfhire,  Connecticut,  New-York,  and  Pennfylvania;  and  for 
this  purpofe  that  12,500  dollars  be  advanced  to  the  delegates  of 
Maffacbufetts-Bay,  and  forwarded  by  them  with  blank  military 
commiffions  for  the  field  officers,  captains  and  fubalterns,  fignedby 
the  Prefident  to  the  faid  general  aflembly  : 

That  the  three  regiments  to  be  raifed  in  New-Hampfhire,  Ma- 
ffachufetts-Bay  and  Connecticut,  for  the  fervice  in  Canada,  be 
exclufive  of  the  thirteen  intended  to  reinforce  the  army  at  Cam¬ 
bridge  : 

That  the  lofs  of  and  damage  to  fuch  fire  arms  belonging  to  the 
foldiers  in  the  fervice  of  the  Continent,  as  (hall  happen,  not  through 
earelefinefs  or  mifbehaviour,  the  value  being  afcertained  in  a  pro¬ 
per  manner,  to  be  provided  by  the  general  affemblies,  conventi¬ 
ons  or  councils  or  committees  of  Safety  of  the  United  Colonies  re¬ 
spectively,  be  made  good  to  the  owners;  and  that  their  arms,  after 
their  time  of  fervice  expired  be  not  detained  from  them: 

That  the  alertnefs,  aCtivity  and  good  conduct  of  lord  Stirling, 
and  the  forwardnefs  and  fpirit  of  the  gentlemen,  and  others,  from 
El  izabeth-towQ,  who  voluntarily  affifled  him  in  taking  the  fliip 
Blue  Mountain  Valley  were  laudable  and  exemplary;  and  that  his 
lordlhip  be  directed  to  fecure  the  capture  until  the  further  order  of 
the  Congrefs;  and  that  in  the  mean  time  he  caufe  fuch  part  of  the 
loading,  as  would  otherwife  perifh,  to  be  difpofed  of  by  fale.

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Reprefent  to  .them  that  the  arms  of  the  United  Colonies,  having 
been  carried  into  that  province  for  the  purpofe  of  fruftrating  the  de¬ 
igns  of  the  Britifh  court  againfl  our  common  liberties,  we  expeCI 
not  only  to  defeat  the  hoflile  machinations  of  gov.  Carlton  againfl:  . 
us,  but  that  we  fhall  put  it  into  the  power  of  our  Canadian  breth¬ 
ren  to  purfue  fuch  meafures  for  fecuring  their  own  freedom  and 
liappinefs,  as  a  generous  love  of  liberty  and  found  policy  fhall  dic¬ 
tate  to  them. 

Inform  them,  that  in  our  judgment  their  intereds  and  ours  are 
infcparably  united;  that  it  is  impoflible  we  can  be  reduced  to  a  fer- 
vile  fubmiilion  to  Great  Britain  without  their  fharing  our  fate:  And 
on  the  other  hand,  if  we  fhall  obtain,  as  wre  doubt  not  we  fhall,  a 
full  eftablifhment  of  our  rights,  it  depends  wholly  on  their  choice 
whether  they  will  participate  with  us  in  thofe  bleflings,  or  ftill  re¬ 
main  fubjeCt  to  every  aCt  of  tyranny,  which  Britifh  miniflers  fhall 
pleafe  to  exercilo  over  them.  Urge  all  fuch  arguments,  as  your 
prudence  fhall  iuggefi,  to  inforce  our  opinion  concerning  the  mu¬ 
tual  interefl  of  the  two  countries,  and  to  convince  them  of  the  im- 
poflibility  of  the  war  being  concluded  to  the  difadvantage  of  thefe 
colonies,  if  we  wifely  ar.d  vigoroufly  co-operate  with  each  other. 

To  convince  them  of  the  uprightnefs  of  our  intentions  towards 
them,  you  are  to  declare  that  it  is  our  inclination,  that  the  people 
of  Canada  may  letup  fuch  a  form  of  government,  as  will  be  mofl 
likely,  in  their  judgment,  to  produce  their  happinefs  :  And  you 
are  in  the  flrongefl  terms  to  affure  them,  that  it  is  our  earneft  de¬ 
li  re  to  adopt  them  into  our  union,  as  a  filler  colony,  and  to  fecure 
the  fame  general  fyflem  of  mild  and  equal  laws  for  them  and  for 
ourfelves,  with  only  fuch  local  differences  as  may  be  agreeable  to 
each  colony  refpedtively. 

Affure  the  people  of  Canada,  that  we  have  no  apprehenfion  that 
the  French  will  take  any  part  with  Great  Britain;  blit  that  it  is 
their  interefl,  and  we  have  reafon  to  believe  their  inclination  to 
cultivate  a  friendly  intercourfe  with  thefe  colonies. 

You  are  from  this,  and  fuch  other  reafons  as  may  appear  mofl 
proper,  to  urge  the  nccefiity  the  people  are  under  of  immediately 
taking  fome  decihve  flep,  to  put  themfelves  under  the  protection 
of  the  United  Colonies.  For  expediting  fuch  a  meafure,  you  are 
to  explain  to  them  our  method  of  collecting  the  fenfe  of  the  people, 
and  conducting  our  affairs  regularly  by  committees  of  obfervation 
and  infpe£lion  in  the  feveral  diftriCts,  and  by  conventions  and  com¬ 
mittees  of  fafety  in  the  feveral  colonies.

and  with  the  faid  and  the  crew  thereof,  by  force  of  arms  to  at¬ 
tack, feize, and  take  the  fhipsand  other  veflels, belonging  to  the  inha¬ 
bitants  of  Great  Britain,  or  any  of  them,  with  their  tackle,  appa¬ 
rel,  furniture,  and  lading,  on  the  high  feas,  or  between  high  and 
low  water  marks,  and  to  bring  the  fame  to  fome  convenient  ports 
in  the  faid  colonies,  in  order  that  the  courts  which  are  or  fhall  be 
there  appointed  to  hear  and  determine  caufes  civil  and  maritime, 
may  proceed  in  due  form  to  condemn  the  faid  captures,  if  they  be 
adjudged  lawful  prize;  the  faid  having  given  bond  with  fuffi- 
cient  fureties  that  nothing  be  done  by  thefaid  or  any  of  the 
officers,  mariners,  or  company  thereof,  contrary  to  or  inconfiflent 
with  the  ufages  and  cuftoms  of  nations,  and  the  inftru&ions,  a  co¬ 
py  of  which  is  herewith  delivered  to  him.  And  we  will  and  require 
all  our  officers  whatfoever,  to  give  fuccour  and  afiiflance  to  the  faid

Injlruttions  to  the  commanders  of  private  fhips  or  veffels  of  war, 
which  Jhall  have  commijfons  or  letters  of  marque  and  reprifal ,  au¬ 
thor  ifwg  them  to  make  captures  of  Britijh  veffels  and  cargoes > 

1.  You  may  by  force  of  arms  attack,  fubdue,  and  take  all  {hips 
and  other  veffels  belonging  to  the  inhabitants  of  Great-Britain,  on 
the  high  feas,  or  between  high  water  and  low  water  marks,  ex¬ 
cept  {hips  and  veffels  bringing  perfons  who  intend  to  fettle  and 
reiide  in  the  United  Colonies;  or  bringing  arms,  ammunition,  or 
warlike  {lores,  to  the  faid  colonies,  for  the  ufe  of  fuch  inhabitants 
thereof  as  are  friends  to  the  American  caufe,  which  you  {hall  fuf- 
fer  to  pafs  unmolefted,  the  commanders  thereof  permitting  a  peace¬ 
able  fearch,  and  giving  fatisfaftory  information  of  the  contents  of 
the  ladings,  and  deftinatfons  of  the  voyages. 

2.  You  may  by  force  of  arms,  attack,  fubdue,  and  take  all 
fhips  and  other  veffels  whatfoever,  carrying  foldiers,  arms,  gun¬ 
powder,  ammunition,  provilions,  or  any  other  contraband  goods, 
to  any  of  the  Britifh  armies  or  (hips  of  war  employed  againff  thefe 
colonies. 

3.  You  ihall  bring  fuch  {hips  and  veffels  as  you  fhall  take,  with 
their  guns,  rigging,  tackle,  apparel,  furniture,  and  ladings,  to 
fome  convenient  port  or  ports  of  the  United  Colonies,  that  pro¬ 
ceedings  may  thereupon  be  had  in  due  form  before  the  courts, 
which  are  or  fhall  be  there  appointed  to  hear  and  determine  caufes 
civil  and  maritime. 

4.  You,  or  one  of  your  chief  officers,  fhall  bring  or  fend  the 
mailer  and  pilot,  and  one  or  more  principal  perfon  or  perfons  of 
the  company  of  every  {hip  or  veffel  by  you  taken,  as  foon  after  the 
capture  as  may  be,  to  the  judge  or  judges  of  fuch  court  as  afore- 
faid,  to  be  examined  upon  oath,  and  make  anfwer  to  the  interro¬ 
gatories  which  may  be  propounded  touching  the  intereft  or  pro¬ 
perty  of  the  ffiip  or  veffel,  and  her  lading  ;  and  at  the  fame  time 
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you  fhall  deliver  or  caufe  to  be  delivered  to  the  judge  or  judges,  all 
partes,  fea-briefs,  charter-parties,  bills  of  lading,  cockets,  letters, 
and  other  documents  and  Writings  found  on  board,  proving  the 
faid  papers  by  the  affidavit  of  yourfelforof  fome  other  perfon  pre- 
fent  at  the  capture,  to  be  produced  as  they  were  received,  with¬ 
out  fraud,  addition,  fubdu&ion,  or  embezzlement. 

5.  You  fhall  keep  and  preferve  every  fhip  or  vefiel  and  cargo  by 
you  taken,  until  they  fhall,  by  a  fentence  of  a  court  properly  au- 
thorifed,  be  adjudged  lawful  prizes  ;  not  felling,  fpoiling,  wafting, 
or  diminifhing  the  fame,  or  breaking  the  bulk  thereof,  nor  fuffer- 
ing  any  fuch  thing  to  be  done. 

6.  If  you,  or  any  of  your  officers  or  crew,  fhall,  in  cold  blood, 
kill  or  maim,  or  by  torture  or  otherwife,  cruelly,  inhumanly,  and 
contrary  to  common  ufage,  and  the  pra6tice  of  civilized  nations  in 
war,  treat  any  perfon  or  perfons  furprifed  in  the  fhip  or  vefiel  you 
fhall  take,  the  offender  fhall  be  feverely  punifhed. 

7.  You  fhall,  by  all  convenient  opportunities,  fend  to  Congrefs 
written  accounts  of  the  captures  you  fhall  make,  with  the  number 
and  names  of  the  captives,  copies  of  your  journal  from  time  to  time, 
and  intelligence  of  what  may  occur  or  be  difcovered  concerning  the 
defigns  of  the  enemy,  and  the  deftination,  motions,  and  operati¬ 
ons  of  their  fleets  and  armies. 

8.  One  third,  at  leaft,  of  your  whole  company  fhall  be  landfmen. 

9.  You  fhall  not  ranfom  any  prifoners  or  captives,  but  fhall  dif- 
pofe  of  them  in  fuch  manner  as  the  Congrefs,  or  if  that  be  not  fit¬ 
ting  in  the  colony  whither  they  fhall  be  brought,  as  the  general 
afiembly,  convention,  or  council,  or  committee  of  fafety  of  fuch 
colony  fhall  direct.

1  hefe  tilings  wtc 
agree  to  do,  brothers,  at  your  requeft,  and  to  convince  you  that 
we  wifh  to  advance  your  happinefs,  and  that  there  may  be  a  lad¬ 
ing  union  between  us,  and  that,  as  you  exprefs  it,  we  may  become 
one  people.  The  introduction  of  ufeful  arts  among  you  will  be  ef¬ 
fected,  we  apprehend,  by  encouraging  handicraft  men  to  fettle 
and  refide  in  your  country.  The  method  of  doing  this,  mull  be 
left  to  your  own  diferetion.

We  defire  you  will  make  it  known  among  all  the  indian  nations

Such  a  ftep  will  prevent  uneafinefs  andjealoufy  on  their  part,  and 
continue  the  confidence  and  friendfhip  which  fubfifts  between  you 
and  them.  We  wifli  to  promote  the  lading  peace  and  happinefs  of 
all  our  brothers  the  indian  nations,  who  live  with  us  on  this  great  i- 
fland.

We  fhall  take  all  the 
care  in  our  power,  that  no  interruption  or  difturbance  be  given  you 
by  our  people,  nor  fhall  any  of  them  be  fuffered  by  force  or  fraud 
to  deprive  you  of  any  of  your  lands,  or  to  fettle  them  without  a 
fair  purchafe’from  you,  and  >  our  free  confent.  If  contrary  to  our 
intention,  any  injury  fliould  be  offered  to  you  by  any  of  our  people, 
inform  us  of  it,  and  wc  fhall  be  always  ready  to  procure  von  fat  if-; 
faction  and  redrefs.

aforefaid  limited  for  the  confumption  of  the  tea  then  on  hand  was 
too  (hurt ;  whereby  many  zealous  friends  to  the  American  caufe 
who  had  imported  large  quantities  of  that  commodity,  with  de- 
fign  not  merely  to  advance  the-r  fortunes,  but  to  counterad  the 
plan  then  purfued  by  the  miniftry,  and  India  company,  to  intro- 
duce  and  Fell  in  theFe  colonies  tea  fubjecl  to  duty,  are  likely  to  be¬ 
come  great  FufFerers  ;  the  greater  part  of  the  eftates  of  many  of 
them  being  veiled  in  that  article,  and  they  by  that  means  rendered 
incapable  not  only  of  paying  their  debts  and  maintaining  their  fa¬ 
milies,  but  alFo  of  vigoroufly  exerting  themfelves  in  the  fervice  of

Refohed,  therefore,  That  Bohea  tea  ought  not  to  be  fold  by 

retail  in  the  fmalleft  quantities  at  a  higher  price  in  any  colony, 

than  at  the  rate  of  three  fourth  parts  of  a  dollar  per  pound ;  and 


other  teas  at  fuch  a  price  as  ill  all  be  regulated  by  the  committees 
of  the  town  or  county,  where  the  tea  is  fold  ;  and  that  all  perfons, 
who  fhall  either  give  or'  take  a  greater  price  for  it,  ought  to  be 
confidered  as  enemies  to  the  American  caufe,  and  treated  accord¬ 
ingly  And  it  is  earneilly  recommended  to  all  committees  oi  in- 
fpedion  and  obfervation  as  well*  to  be  vigilant  in  carrying  this  re¬ 
vive  into  execution,  as  thofe  which  prohibit  the  importation  of 
India  tea  from  any  part  of  the  world,  it  being  the  defire  of  Con- 
crrefs  to  exclude  all  teas,  except  fuch  as  may  make  part  of  the  car¬

1  hat  it  appears  to  them  that  Mrs.  Hughes,  the  wife  of  the 
laid  James  Hughes  on  or  about  the  3th  of  February  lad,  bargain¬ 
ed  with  a  certain  Jabez  Weft,  for  divers  goods  and  merchandize 
in  her  poffefiion  at  Montreal,  for  which  the  faid  Weft,  as  the  faid 
J.  Hughes  alledges,  agreed  to  pay  £  905  :  1 1  :  9  :  2.  fterling 
money  of  Great  Britain,  and  £  15 1  :  1  :  9:  Halifax  currency, 
in  gold  and  filver  to  the  faid  Hughes,  within  eighteen  days  from 
that  time,  upon  which  payment  being  made,  the  goods  were  to 
be  delivered  at  Albany,  to  the  faid  Weft,  by  a  certain  John  Ste- 
venfon  of  Albany ;  to  whom  they  were  to  be  fent  at  the  expence 
of  the  faid  Weft  :  That  the  faid  Weft  paid  to  the  faid  Hughes, 

240  dollars  in  part,  but  it  was,  as  the  faid  Hughes  alledges,  a- 
greed  that  if  the  refidue  of  the  money  was  not  paid  within  the 
time  limited,  then  the  240  dollars  were  to  be  forfeited,  and  the 
goods  not  to  be  delivered  ;  that  the  goods  arrived  at  Albany,  and 
were  in  the  pofteflion  of  Mr.  Stevenfon,  who,  on  the  nth  of 
March  laft,  by  fome  means  or  other,  was  induced  to  deliver  the 
goods  to  Weft,  though  he  paid  no  money  ;  that  the  faid  Weft 
gave  a  bond  to  the  faid  Stevenfon,  payable  to  the  faid  Hughes, 
for  f  1609  :  18  :  8  continental  currency,  on  the  9th  of  April  in- 
ftant,  without  any  authority  from  the;  laid  Hughes,  as  he  alledg¬ 
es  ;  that  the  faid  Weft  proceeded  with  the  goods,  immediately  on 
the  receipt  of  them,  to  fome  of  the  eaftern  colonies,  and  it  is  ap¬ 
prehended  to  Connecticut.  Upon  the  whole,  the  committee  are 
of  opinion,  that  the  faid  Hughes  may  probably  lofe  his  debt 
from  Weft,  without  the  interpofition  of  Congrefs,  or  their  per- 
milfton  to  him  to  go  in  purfuit  of  the  faid  Weft.”  Whereupon 
Rcfolved ,  That  governor  Trumbull  of  the  colony  of  ConneCti-

commihioners  of  Indian  affairs  in  the  middle  department. 

Whereas  captain  Richard  Butler,  by  accepting  the  office  of  a- 
gent  in  the  middle  deparment  of  indians,  has  loft  the  opportunity 
of  being  appointed  a  captain  in  the  continental  fervice  ; 

Refolved ,  That  Congrefs  will  as  foon  as  poffible  compensate  toi 
that  dil'appointment  tcHiim,  by  fome  promotion  in  their  tervice.

fented  to  Congrefs  and  read :  Whereupon,  . 

Refolved ,  That  the  fecret  committee  be  dire&ed  to  fell  to  the 

petitioners  50  lb.  of  powder.  . 

Refolved ,  That  two  of  the  additional  battalions  ordered  on  the 

14th  to  be  railed  in  the  eaftern  department,  be  raifed  one  m  Malia- 
chufetts  Bay,  and  the  other  in  Conne&icut :  , 

That  it  be  recommended  to  the  general  affembbes  of  Ma^achu- 
fetts  Bay  and  Connefticut,  to  endeavour  to  have  the  battalions  in- 
lifted  for  two  years,  unlefs  fooner  difeharged  by  Congrefs  ;  m 
which  cafe  the  men  to  be  allowed  one  months  pay  on  their  dii- 
charge ;  but  if  the  men  cannot  be  prevailed  on  to  inhit  for  two 
years,  that  they  be  inlifted  for  one  ;  and  that  they  be  ordered,  as 
foon  as  raifed  and  armed,  to  march  immediately  to  Eofton.

Saturday,  May  18,  1776. 

A  letter  of  the  17th  from  general  Wafhington,  and  three  from 
the  commiffioners  in  Canada  of  the  6th,  8th  and  10th,  were  laid 
before  Congrefs  and  read. 

Refolved ,  That  the  committee  to  whom  the  former  letter  from 
the  commiffioners  was  referred  be  augmented  to  the  number  of 
eight,  and  that  thefe  letters  be  referred  to  them  :

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  confideratlon  of  gene¬ 
ral  Lee’s  letters  of  the  19th  April  and  7th  of  May,  brought  in 
their  report,  ‘which  was  agreed  to  :  whereupon, 

Refolvedy  That  general  Lee’s  fcheme  of  fending  through  the  co¬ 
lony  of  Virginia  to  purchafe  riffles,  be  and  is  approved  : 

That,  as  the  colony  of  Virginia  is  interfered  with  many  naviga¬ 
ble  rivers,  fix  gallics  b  e  built  for  the  protection  of  the  troops  in 
their  tranfportation  acrofs  the  faid  rivers,  at  the  continental  ex¬ 
pence,  on  as  cheap  terms  as  the  bufinefs  for  which  they  are  intend¬ 
ed  will  admit  of;  that  fuch  other  defence  of  the  rivers  and  bays,  as 
fhall  be  requifite  for  the  colony  be  at  the  particular  charge  of  the 
inhabitants  thereof:  And  that  general  Lee  or  the  commanding 
officer  in  Virginia  tranfmit  to  Congrefs  as  early  as  poffible  an  ac¬ 
count  of  the  expence  which  fhall  be  incurred  in  confequence  of  this 
refolution  :

That  the  pay  of  the  deputy  engineers  be  raifed  to  30  dollars  a 
month,  and  that  they  be  allowed  rations  for  themfelves  and  for¬ 
rage  for  their  horfes,  when  in  camp,  or  neceflarily  abfent  on  con¬ 
tinental  duty  : 

That  a  continental  hofpital  be  eftablifhed  in  Virginia,  and  a  di¬ 
rector  to  the  fame  immediately  appointed  by  Congrefs  : 

That  the  fcheme  of  adding  two  fubaltcrns  and  forty  privates  to 
the  company  of  artillery  be  adopted: 

That  the  circum fiances  of  affairs  in  the  middle  and  eaflern  de¬ 
partment  will  not  admit  of  Mr.  Smith  being  fent  to  general  Lee  : 

That  Thomas  Bullet,  Efq;  the  deputy  adjutant  general  in  Vir¬ 
ginia  be  advanced  to  the  rank  of  colonel  : 

That 
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That  from  the  uncertainty  of  the  enemy’s  defign  and  the  num¬ 
ber  of  regiments  already  lent  Into  Canada,  it  will  be  inexpe  lent, 
at  prefent,  to  order  any  of  the  troops  raifed  in  Penniylvama  01  ti»e 
colonies  eattward  thereof  to  the  fouthern  department,  nor  can  v-  c^n 
grefs  at  prefent  fupply  fuch  troops  as  are  raifed  in  Virginia  with 
lire  arms  y  but  that  general  Lee’s  application  on  this  fubjcd  oe  at¬ 
tended  to  fo  foon  as  an  importation  fufliciently  confidence  w  d 
admit  of  his  being  fupplyed;  and  that  he  be  attired  Congreis  will 
co-operate  and  aid  him  with  their  power  to  render  effectual  his  lau¬ 
dable  endeavours  to  eftablifli  the  rights  and  liberties  of  the  good 

people  of  this  continent.  _ 

The  Congrefs  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  a  director  ol  the

That  two  furgeons,  one  apothecary,  fix  mates,  one  clerk,  one 
ftorekeeper,  and  a  nurfe  to  every  ten  lick,  with  labourers  occaiion- 
ally  when  necellary  be  allowed  to  the  hofpital  in  Virginia  : 

That  the  diredor  be  impowered  to  nominate  the  furgeons  and  a- 
pothecary  : 

That  the  mates  be  appointed  by  the  furgeons,  and  that  the  num¬ 
ber  of  the  mates  be  diminilhed  as  circumltances  will  admit,  ior 
which  reafon  the  pay  is  fixed  by  the  day,  that  they  may  only  re¬ 
ceive  pay  for  adual  fervice. 

Refolved ,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  convention  of  Virginia 
to  raife  a  battalion  of  rifile  men,  on  the  fame  terms  as  the  other 
battalions  raifed  in  that  colony,  to  be  taken  into  the  pay  of  the 
continent,  when  armed  and  muttered. 

Refolved ,  That  general  WaPnington  be  direded,  if  the  fervice 

will  permit,  to  llation  a  battalion  at  Amboy. 

A  petition  from  Jof.  Trumbull,  commiffary  general,  was  pre- 

fented-to  Congrefs  and  read  : 

Refolved ,  That  it  be  referred  to  the  committee  for  fuperintending 
the  treafury. 

The  fecret  committee  having  informed  Congrefs  of  the  arrival  of 
one  of  the  veffels  fitted  out  at  the  expence  of  the  continent,  and 
that  fne  has  brought  her  returns  in  cafn  : 

Refolved,  That  the  fecret  committee  be  direded  to  give  orders 
for  fending  the  faid  cafh  with  all  convenient  difpatch  to  the  com- 
mifiioners  in  Canada  : 

That  the  hard  money  in  the  treafury  be  immediately  forwarded 
to  general  Schuyler. 

The  fecret  committee  laid  before  Congrefs  a  letter  from  Mr. 
Langdon,  and  the  fame  being  read: 

Refolved ,  That  it  be  referred  to  the  committee  of  fecret  corre-

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fpondence,  and  that  the  faid  committee  be  directed  to  apply  to  the 
marine  committee  for  the  ufe  of  one  or  more  of  the  continental 
fleet;  and  that  they  fend  the  fame  to  the  French  Weft  India 
iflands,  in  order  to  procure,  if  pofuble,  a  number  of  mufkets  not 
exceeding  1 0,000. 

A  petition  from  Ignace  Labal  was  prefented  to  Congrefs  and 

r^id :  . 

Refolved,  That  it  be  referred  to  the  commiffioners  for  indian  af¬ 
fairs  in  the  middle  department,  who  are  directed  to  examine  his 
claim  and  pay  him,  out  of  the  money  put  into  their  hands,  what 
they  fhall  judge  juftly  due  to  him. 

Refolved,  That  Mrs.  Connolly  be  directed  not  to  leave  Philadel- 
ph  ia  till  farther  orders  of  Congrefs. 

The  feveral  matters  to  this  day  referred  being  poflponed. 

Adjourned  to  ten  o’clock  on  Monday. 

Monday,  May  20,  1776. 

Lyman  Hall  and  Button  Gwinnet,  Efqrs;  two  of  the  delegates 
from  Georgia  attended  and  produced  their  credentials,  which  were 
read  as  follows  : 

“  In  Congrefs,  Savannah,  February  2,  1776*  Refolved,  That 
five  perfons  be  elected  to  reprefent  this  province  in  the  Continental 
Cong  refs,  for  the  term  of  nine  months.  Refolved,  That  it  be  re¬ 
commended,  that  three  of  the  delegates  do  proceed  with  all  poffible 
difpatch  tc  Philadelphia,  and  that  they  be  a  quorum  ;  provided  ne¬ 
vertheless,  that  in  cafe  three  fhall  not  attend  by  ficknefs  or  other- 
wife,  one  or  more  of  the  delegates  being  prefent,  fhall  be  compe¬ 
tent  to  reprefent  this  province,  notwithftanding.  The  Congrefs 
proceeded  to  ballot  for  the  ele&ion  of  delegates,  when,  on  clofing 
the  poll,  it  appeared  that  Archibald  Bullock,  John  Flouftoun, 
Lyman  Hall,  Button  Gwinnet,  and  George  Walton,  Efcjrs;  were 
duly  elected,  and  were  accordingly  declared  as  fit  perfons  to  repre¬ 
fent  this  province  in  the  Grand  Continental  Congrefs.

Certain  refolutions  of  the  convention  of  South-Carolina,  refpe£t- 
ing  the  battalions  raifed  in  that  colony ;  alfo  certain  refolutions 
pa  fled  by  the  general  affembly  of  the  faid  colony,  refpeaing  the 
manner  in  which  commiffioners  coming  from  England  are  to  be 
received  and  treated  in  that  colony,  were  laid  before  Congrefs  and 

read.  . 

Refolved y  That  the  refolutions  refpeaing  the  battalions,  be  re¬ 
ferred  to  a  committee  of  five  : 
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The  members  cbofen  Mr.  John  Adams,  Mr.  Sherman,  Mr. 
Floyd,  Mr.  W.  Livingflon,  and  Mr.  Morton. 

The  proceedings  of  the  committee  of  fecret  correfpondence  were 

read. 

Congrefs  then  refolved  itfelf  into  a  committee  of  the  whole,  to 
take  into  their  farther  confideration  the  date  of  the  United  Colo¬ 
nies,  and,  after  fome  time,  the  prefident  refumed  the  chair,  and 
Mr.  Harrifon  reported,  that  the  committee  had  taken  into  their  far¬ 
ther  confideration  the  matter  referred  to  them,  but,  not  having  come 
to  a  conclufion,  defired  him  to  move  for  leave  to  fit  again..

themfelves  and  be  allowed  to  draw  bills  to  pay  for  their  fubliftance 
and  cloathing:

That  the  officers  be  not  permitted  to  refide  in  or  near  any  fea 
port  town,  nor  public  poll  road,  and  that  the  officers  and  privates 
be  not  fuffered  to  refide  in  the  fame  places  : 

That  in  cafe  the  officers  cannot  draw  or  fell  their  bills,  the  Con- 
grels  will  allow  for  each  of  them  Two  Dollars  a  week,  for  board 
and  lodgings,  to  be  repaid  by  faid  officers  before  they  are  releafed 
from  their  captivity: 

That  no  tavern  keepers  fupply  any  officers  who  are  prifoners,  on 
the  credit  of  the  continent: 

That  the  capitulations  entered  into  with  prifoners  at  the  time  of 
their  furrender  be  punctually  obferved  : 

That  fuch  officers  as  lurrender  prifoners  of  war  be  put  on  their 
parole,  unlefs  Cong  refs  ffiall  otherwife  direct  : 

That  the  FORM  of  the  PAROLE  be  as  follows  : 

I - being  made  a  prifoner  of  war,  by  the  army  of  the 

Thirteen  United  Colonies,  in  North- America,  do  promife  and  en¬ 
gage,  on  my  word  and  honour,  and  on  the  faith  of  a  gentleman, 

to  depart  from  hence  to - in  the  province  of - -  being 

the  place  of  my  deftination  and  refidence,  and  there,  or  within  fix 
miles  thereof,  to  remain  during  the  prefent  war  between  Great- 
Britain  and  the  faid  United  Colonics,  or  until  the  Congrefs  of  the 
faid  United  Colonies,  or  the  affembly,  convention,  or  commit¬ 
tee  or  council  of  fafety  of  the  faid  colony  ffiall  order  otherwife  ; 
and  that  I  will  not  directly  or  indirectly  give  any  intelligence 
whatfoever  to  the  enemies  of  the  United  Colonies,  or  do  or  fay  any 
thing  in  oppoiition  to,  or  in  prejudice  of  the  meafures  and  proceed¬ 
ings  of  any  Congrefs  for  the  faid  colonies  during  the  prefent  trou¬ 
bles,  or  until  I  am  duly  exchanged  or  dilcharged.  Given  under

That  a  lift  of  the  prifoners  in  each  colony  be  made  out  by  the 

committees  of  the  counties,  towns  or  diftrids  where  they  refide, 
.and  tranfmitted  to  the  affembly,  convention,  or  council  or  commit¬ 
tee  of  fafety  of  fuch  colony  refpe&ively,  who  fhall  .end  a  copy 


thereof  to  Congrefs  : 

That  the  faid  affemblies,  conventions,  and  committees  or  coun¬ 
cils  of  fafety  be  impowered  to  contrad  with  proper  perfons  for  the 
moft  reafonable  terms  for  fupplying  fuch  of  the  prifoners,  then- 
wives  and  children,  in  their  refpe&ive  colony  as  are  not  fupplied  by 
Mr.  Franks:

we  have,  and  give  it  to  them,  and  becauie  we  wi  not  _°  every 
thing  that  he  bids  us,  and  hath  hindered  his  people  from  bringing 
goods  to  us,  but  we  have  made  provifion  for  getting  fuch  a  quanti¬ 
ty  of  them,  that  we  hope  we  fliall  be  able  to  fupply  your  wants  as 

forme**]  y , 

Brothers  We  fliall  order  all  our  warriors  and  young  men  not 
to  hurt  you  or  any  of  your  kindred,  ?nd  we  hope  you  will  not 
fuffer  any  of  your  young  men  to  join  with  our  energies,  or  to  do  a- 
ny  wrong  to  us,  that  nothing  may  happen  to  make  any  quarrel  be¬ 
Brothers,  We  defire  you  to  accept  a  few  necefianes,  which  we 
prefent  you  with,  as  tokens  of  our  good  will  towards  you. 

The  prefents  being  delivered,  the  indian  chief  begged  leave  to 
give  a  name  to  the  prefident ;  the  fame  being  granted,  an  Onon  .a- 
c o  chief  arofe,  and  faluted  the  prefident  by  the  name  of  Karan- 
duaan,  or  the  Great  Tree ,  by  which  name  he  informed  him  the 
prefident  will  be  known  among  the  fix  nations. 

After  which  the  indians  took  their  leave  and  withdrew.

A  DECLARATION  by  the  Reprefentatives  of  the 
UNITED  STATES  of  AMERICA  in  Congrefs  af-

WHEN,  in  the  courfe  of  human  events,  it  becomes 
neceffary  for  one  people  to  diiloive  tne  political  bands 
which  have  connected  them  with  another,  and  to  affume, 
among  the  powers  of  the  Earth,  the  Separate  and  equal 
ftation  to  which  the  laws  of  nature  and  of  nature’s  God 
entitle  them,  a  decent  refpett  to  the  opinions  of  mankind 
requires  that  they  fhould  declare  the  caufes  which  impel 
them  to  the  reparation. 

We  hold  thefe  truths  to  be  felf-evident ;  that  all  men 
are  created  equal ;  that  they  are  endowed,  by  their  Crea¬ 
tor,  with  certain  unalienable  rights;  that  among  thefe  are 
life,  liberty,  and  the  purfuit  of  happinefs. — That  to  le- 
cure  thefe  rights,  governments  are  inflituted  among  men, 
deriving  their  juft  powers  from  the  confent  of  the  govern¬ 
ed  :  that  whenever  any  form  of  government  becomes  de- 
ftruftive  of  thefe  ends,  it  is  the  right  of  the  people  to  al¬ 
ter  or  to  aboiifh  it,  and  to  inftitute  new  government, 
laying  its  foundation  on  fuch  principles,  and  organizing 
its  powers  in  fuch  form,  as  to  them  fhall  feem  moll  likely 
to  effect  their  fafety  and  happinefs.  Prudence,  indeed, 
will  dictate,  that  governments  long  eftablilhed,  fhould 
not  be  changed  for  light  and  transient  caules  ;  and  accor-* 
dingly  all  experience  hath  fliewn,  that  mankind  are  more 
difpofed  to  fuffer,  while  evils  are  fufferahle,  than  to  right 
themfelves  by  abolifhing  the  forms  to  winch  they  are  ac- 
cuftomed.

The  committee  to  whom  the  cartel,  between  brigadier  general 
Arnold  and  captain  Foriler,  and  the  feveral  papers  thereto  relating 
"ttv.re  iccoinmitted,  brought  in  their  report,  which  was  read  as 
follows : 

That  havingmade  diligent  enquiry  into  the  faCts,  they  find, 
that  a  party  of  390  continental  troops,  under  the  command  of  co¬ 
lonel  Bedel,  was  polled  at  the  Cedars,  about  43  miles  above  Mon¬ 
treal*  that  they  had  there  formed  fome  works  of  defence,  the 
greater  part  of  them  picketed  lines,  the  reft  a  breaflwork  of 
earth,  with  two  field  pieces  mounted  : 

That,  on  Wedneiday,  the  13th  of  M"ay,  colonel  Bedel  received 
intelligence,  that  a  party  of  the  enemy,  confiding  of  about  600 
regulars,  Canadians  and  Indians,  were  on  their  way  to  attack  his 
pod,  and  were  then  within  nine  miles  of  it:  that  colonel  Bedel 
thereon  fet  out  himfclf  for  Montreal  to  procure  a  reinforcement 
whereupon  the  command  at  the  Cedars  devolved  on  Major  Butter¬ 
field  : 

That,  on  Thurfday,  a  reinforcement,  under  the  command  of 
Major  Sherburne,  marched  from  Montreal  for  the  Cedars,  while 
a  larger  detachment  fhould  be  getting  ready  to  proceed  thither 
wi  th  brigadier  general  Arnold: 

That,  on  Friday  the  feventeenth,  the  enemy,  under  the  com¬ 
mand  of  captain  Forfter,  inveded  the  pod  at  the  Cedars,  and  for 
two  days  kept  up  a  loofe  fcattering  fire;  that  Major  Butterfield 
propofed  from  the  very  (ird  to  furrender  the  pod,  and  refufed  re¬ 
peated  folicitations  from  his  officers  and  men,  to  permit  them  to 
fally  out  on  the  enemy  : 

That,  011  Sunday  afternoon,  a  flag  being  fent  in  by  the  enemy. 
Major  Butterfield  agreed  to  furrender  the  fort  and  garrifon  to  cap¬ 
tain  Border,  capitulating  with  him,  whether  verbally  or  in  writ¬ 
ing  does  not  appear,  that  the  garrifon  diould  not  be  put  into  the 

hands 
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hands  of  the  favages,  and  that  their  baggage  fliould  not  be  plun- 

That,  at  the  time  of  the  furrender,  the  enemy  confided  of  about 
40  regulars,  one  hundred  Canadians,  and  five  hundred  md.ans,  and 
no  cannon •  the  garrifon  hadfultained  no  injury  from  their  fire,  but 
the  having  one  man  wounded;  they  had  twenty  rounds  of  cartridges 
a  man,  thfrty  rounds  for  one  field  piece,  five  for  another,  haif  a 
barrel  of  gun  powder,  fifteen  pounds  of  mufquet  ball ,  and  prov.fi- 
ons  fufficient  to  have  lafted  them  twenty  or  thirty  days:  Major 
Butterfield  knew  that  a  reinforcement  was  on  its  way,  and  moie- 
over  was  fo  near  the  main  body  of  the  army,  that  he  could  not 

doubt  of  being  fupported  by  that: 

That,  immediately  on  the  furrender,  the  garrifon  was  put  into 
the  cuftody  of  the  favages,  who  plundered  them  of  their  baggage, 

and  even  dripped  them  of  their  cloaths:  ,  , 

That  major  Sherburne  having  landed  on  Monday  the  20th, 
at  Ouinze  Chenes,  about  nine  milesfrom  the  Cedars,  and  marched 
on  with  his  party,  confifting  then  of  one  hundred  men,  to  within 
four  miles  thereof,  was  there,  attacked  by  about  hve  hundred 
of  the  enemy;  that  he  maintained  his  ground  about  an  hour, 
and  then  being  conftrained  to  retreat,  performed  the  lame  in 
good  order,  receiving  and  returning  a  conftant  fire  for  about 
forty  minutes,  when  the  enemy  finding  means  to  poll  advanced 
parties,  in  fuch  a  manner,  as  to  intercept  his  farther  retreat,  they 

alfo  were  made  prifoners  of  war  : 

That  they  were  immediately  put  into  the  cuftody  of  the  favages, 
carried  to  where  major  Butterfield  and  his  party  weie,  and  ftiip- 
ped  of  their  baggage  and  wearing  apparel :  . 

That  two  of  them  were  put  to  death  that  evening,  four  or  hve 
others  at  different  times  afterwards,  one  of  whom  was  of  thofe  who 
furrendered  on  capitulation  at  the  Cedars,  and  was  killed  on  the 
8th  day  after  that  furrender;  that  orte  was  firll  (hot,  and  while  re¬ 
taining  life  and  fenfation,  was  roalted,  as  was  related  by  his  com¬ 
panion  nowin  poffeffion  of  the  favages,  who  himfelf  faw  the  faft; 
and  that  feveral  others  being  worn  down  by  famine  and  ev  uelty ,  were 
left  expofed  in  an  illand  naked  and  perilhing  with  cold  and  him- 

crer  t 

That,  while  major  Sherburne  was  in  cuftody  of  the  enemy , 
captain  Forfter  required  of  him,  and  the  other  officeis,  to  lign  a 
cartel  ftipulating  the  exchange  of  themfelves  and  their  men  for  as 
many  of  equal  condition  of  the  Britilh  troops  in  out  poiTeflion; 
farther  that  notwithftanding  the  exchange,  neither  themfelves  not 
men  Ihould  ever  again  bear  arms  againlt  the  Britilh  government; 
and  for  the  performance  of  this,  four  hoftages  were  to  be  delive- 
red,  which, they  being  under  the  abfolute  power  of  the  enemy,  did

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That  on  Sunday  the  26th  the  prifoners  were  carried  to  Omnrr 
Chenes,  when  it  was  difcovered  that  general  Arnold  u 

ing  and  making  difpofitions  to  attack  them:  ‘  aPProach'

That  captain  Forfter  joined  in  defiring  that  this  bloody  m efface 

be  notified  W  f  >°  Arnold, and  moreover  that  he  IhouS 

0t  thrat  ,f  he  rejected  the  cartel,  and  attacked  him,  every 
man  of  the  prifoners  would  be  put  to  inftant  death:  * 

u,t  genera]  Arnold  was  extremely  averfe  from  entering  into 
any  agreement  and  was  at  length  induced  to  do  it  by  norther 

nr’that  thai  °f  farVmiS  the  prifoner*  from  cruel  and  inhuman 
d  h’  thr<-atened  in  fuch  terms  as  left  no  doubt  it  was  to  be 

perpetrated  and  that  he  did  at  length  conclude  it,  after  feveral 

Hags  received  from  captain  Forfter,  and  a  relinquilhment  by  him 

of  die  unequal  article  reftraining  our  foldiers  from  again  bearing 

That  the  prifoners  fo  ftipulated  to  be  given  up  to  the  enemy, 
were  not  in  thepoffeffion  of  general  Arnold,  nor  under  his  direc¬ 
tion,  but  were,  at  that  time  diftributed  in  various  parts  of  the 
continent,  under  the  orders  of  this  houfe: 

1  hat  four  heritages  were  accordingly  delivered  to  captain  For¬ 
fter,  who  were  immediately  plundered  and  (tripped  by  the  favaoes- 
and  on  h.s  part  were  delivered,  one  major,  four  captains,  fix  teen 
fubalterns  and  three  hundred  and  fifty  five  privates  as  fpecified  in 
a  certificate  of  captain  James  Ofgood  and  others,  of  whom  no  fpe- 
emcat  ion  by  their  names  or  numbers  has  yet  been  tranfmitted ;  that 
he  retained  twelve  Canadians  alledging  in  his  juftification  exprefs 
orders  fo  to  do,  and  that  living  in  a  military  government,  they 
were  to  be  confidered  even  in  a  worfer  light  than  deferters  from  his 
majel  V  s  ai’mies:  Fhefe  he  carried  away  in  irons,  but  afterwards 
rdeafed:  1  hat  he  permitted  the  indians  to  carry  into  their  coun¬ 
tries  feveral  other  natives  of  the  United  States  for  purpofes  un- 

I  hat,  during  the  time  of  their  captivity,  not  half  food  was  al¬ 
lowed  the  prifoners;  they  were  continually  infuited,  buffetted  and 
ill  treated  by  the  favages;  and  when  the  firft  parties  of  them  were 
carried  oil  from  the  fhore  to  be  delivered,  to  general  Arnold,  balls 
of  mud  were  fired  at  them,  and  at  the  laft  parties  mufket  balls. 

c  ^ori(8rri-‘h  taking  into  confideration  the  foregoinp*  report, 
came  to  the  following  refolutions ; 
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Refolved,  That  all  afts  contrary  to  good  faith, .the haws ^of  na¬ 
ture,  or  the  cuftoms  of  civilized  nations,  one  y  , 

foldiers  of  his  Britannic  majefty,  or  by  fore.gners  or  favages  taken 
*fo  v» i o  fervice  are  to  be  conhdered  as  done  by  his  otders,  unle 
-indemnification  be  made  in  cafes  which  admit  indemmficat.on  and 
in  all  other  cafes,  unlefs  immediate  and  effective  meafures  be  taken 
by  him,  or  by  his  officers,  for  bringing  to  condign  pumthment  the 

authors',  abettors  and  perpetrators  of  the  aft  :  ,01 

That  the  plundering  the  baggage  of  the  garrifon  at  toe  Cedars, 
flrippin?  them  of  their  cloaths,  and  delivering  them  into  the 
hands  of  the  favages,  was  a  breach  of  the  capitulation  on  the  part 
of  the  enemy,  for  which  indemnification  ought  to  oe  demanded . 

That  the  murder  of  the  prifoners  of  war  was  a  grofs  and  inhu¬ 
man  violation  of  the  laws  of  nature  and  nations;  that  condign  pu- 
nilhment  fhould  be  inffifted  on  the  authors,  abettors  and  perpe¬ 
trators  of  the  fame ;  and  that,  for  this  purpofe,  it  be  lequne  , 

that  they  be  delivered  into  our  hands  : 

That  the  agreement  entered  into  by  general  Arnold,  was  a  mere 
fponfion  on  his  part;  he  not  being  invefted  with  powers  for  the 
idifpofal  of  prifoners  not  in  his  poffefiion,  nor  under  his  direction  ; 
and  that,  therefore,  it  is  fubjed:  to  be  ratified  or  annulled,  at  the 


difcretion  of  this  houfe  : 

That  the  ffiameful  furrender  of  the  poll  at  the  Cedars,  is  charge¬ 
able  on  the  commanding  officer;  that  fuch  other  of  the  priloneis, 
as  were  taken  there,  fhewed  a  willingnefs  and  defire  to  fight  the 
enemy ;  and  that  major  Sherburne  and  the  prifoners  taken  with 
him,  though  their  difparity  of  numbers  was  great,  fought  the 
enemy  bravely  for  a  coniiderable  .time,  and  furrendered  at daft,  but 
on  abfolute  neceffity  ;  on  which  confideration,  and  on  which  alone 
it  is  refolved,  that  the  faid  fponfion  be  ratified ;  and  that  an  equal 
number  of  captives  from  the  enemy,  of  the  fame  rank  and  condi¬ 
tion,  be  reflored  to  them,  as  flipulated  by  the  faid  fponfion: 

That,  previous  to  the  delivery  of  the  priloners  to  be  returned  on 
our  part,  the  Britiffi  commander  in  Canada  be  required  to  deliver 
into  our  hands  the  authors,  abettors  and  perpetrators  of  the  hoi  1  id 
murder  committed  on  the  prifoners,  to  fuffer  fuch  punifnment  as 
their  crime  deferves ;  and  alio  to  make  indemnification  for  the 
plunder  at  the  Cedars,  taken  contrary  to  the  faith  of  the  capitula¬ 
tion  ;  and  that,  until  fuch  delivery  and  indemnification  be  made, 

the  faid  prifoners  be  not  delivered  : 

That,  if  the  enemy  fhall  commit  any  further  violences,  by  put  ¬ 
ting  to  death,  torturing,  or  otherwife  ill  treating  the  prifoners  re¬ 
tained  by  them,  or  any  of  the  hoflages  put  into  their  hands,  re- 
courfe  be  had  to  retaliation,  as  the  foie  means  of  flopping  the  pio- 
grefs  of  human  butchery;  and  that  for.  that  purpofe,  punifhments 

of  the  fame  kind  and  degree  be  inflided  on  an  equal  number  of  the

Tuesday,  September  17,  1776. 

A  letter  of  the  23d  of  Auguft,  from  V.  De  Coetery  Prejent, 
was  read,  and  referred  to  the  marine  committee. 

The  (late  of  IVfaryland  having  recommended  .Thomas  Beale,  Efq, 
to  be  captain;  Peter  Conter  Hanfon,  fir  ft  lieutenant;  James  Lin¬ 
ear,  fecond  lieutenant,  and  Richard  Dorfey,  third  lieutenant,  in 
colonel  Stevenfon’s  battalion  ;  and  Elijah  Evans  to  be  a  third  lieu¬ 
tenant  in  the  faid  battalion,  in  the  room  of  Henry  Hardman  who 
has  refigned  : 

Refohed ,  That  they  be  accepted,  and  commiftions  granted  to 
them  accordingly. 

The  committee  appointed  to  confer  with  lord  Howe,  agreeable 
to  the  order  of  Congrefs,  brought  in  a  report  in  writing,  which 
was  read  as  follows: 

“  In  obedience  to  the  orders  of  Congrefs,  we  have  had  a  meet¬ 
ing  with  lord  Howe.  It  was  on  Wednefday  laft  upon  Staten- 
Illand,  oppofite  to  Amboy,  where  his  lordfhip  received  and  en¬ 
tertained  us  with  the  utmoft  politenefs. 

His  lordfhip  opened  the  converfation  by  acquainting  us,  that, 
tho’  he  could  not  treat  with  us  as  a  committee  of  Congrefs,  yet,  as 
his  powers  enabled  him  to  confer  and  confult  with  any  private  gen¬ 
tlemen  of  influence  in  the  colonies,  on  the  means  of  reftoring  peace 
between  the  two  countries,  he  was  glad  of  this  opportunity  of  con¬ 
ferring  with  us  on  that  fubjedl,  if  we  thought  ourfelves  at  liberty 
to  enter  into  a  conference  with  him  in  that  character.  We  ob- 
ferved  to  his  lordfhip,  that,  as  our  bufinefs  was  to  hear,  he  might 
confider  us  in  what  light  he  pleafed,  and  communicate  to  us  any 
propofitions  he  might  be.  authorifed  to  make  for  the  purpofe  men¬ 
tioned;  but,  that  we  could  confider  ourfelves  in  no  other  character 
than  that  in  which  we  were  placed,  by  order  of  Congrefs.  His 
lordfhip  then  entered  into  a  difcourfe  of  a  conliderable  length, 
which  contained  no  explicit  propofition  of  peace,  except  one, 
namely,  That  the  colonies  fhould  return  to  their  allegiance  and 
obedience  to  the  government  of  Great-Britain.  The  reft  confided 
principally  of  affurances,  that  there  was  an  exceeding  good  difpo- 
fition  in  the  king  and  his  minifters  to  make  that  government  ealy 
to  us,  with  intimations,  that,  in  cafe  of  our  fubmiffion,  they 
would  caufe  the  offenfive  acls  of  Parliament  to  be  revifed,  and  the 
inftruvftions  to  governors  to  be  re-confidered ;  that  fo,  if  any  juft 
caufes  of  complaint  were  found  in  the  adds,  or  any  errors  in  go¬ 
vernment  were  perceived  to  have  crept  into  the  inftrudtions,  they 
might  be  amended  or  withdrawn. 

We  gave  it  as  our  opinion  to  his  lordfhip,  that  a  return  to  the 
domination  of  Great-Britain  was  not  now  to  be  expecfted.  We 
mentioned  the  repeated  humble  petitions  of  the  colonies  to  the 
king  and  parliament,  which  had  been  treated  with  contempt  and 
anfwered  only  by  additional  injuries;  the  unexampled  patience  we 

had 
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had  (licwn  under  their  tyrannical  government,  and  that  it  was  not 
till  the  late  aft  of  parliament  which  denounced  war  againft  us,  and 
put  11s  out  o  1  the  king’s  protection,  that  we  declared  our  Indepen-' 
dance;  that  this  declaration  had  been  called  for  by  the  people  of 
tiie  colonies  in  general  ;  that  every  colony  had  approved  of  it, 
wnen  made,  and  all  now  considered  themfelves  as  Independant 
States,  and  were  iettl ing  or  had  fettled  their  governments  accord - 
ingly;  lo  that  it  was  not  in  the  power  of  Congrefs  to  agree  for 
tnem,  that  they  fhould  return  to  their  former  dependant  ftate^ 
that  there  was  no  doubt  of  their  inclination  to  peace,  and  their 
wildngnefs  to  enter  into  a  treaty  with  Britain,  that  might  be  ad¬ 
vantageous  to  both  countries;  that,  though  his  lordfhip  had  at 
prefect  no  power  to  treat  with  them  as  Independant  States,  he 
might,  if  there  was  the  brae  good  difpolition  in  Britain,  much 
fooner  obtain  frefh  powers  from  thence,  for  that  purpofe,  than 
poweis  could  be  obtained  by  Congrefs,  from  the  feveral  colonies, 
to  confent  to  a  fubmilTion. 

His  loulfhip  then  faying,  that  he  was  forry  to  find,  that  no  ac- 
commouation  was  like  to  take  place,  put  an  end  to  the  conference.

tion  to  the  minillry,  who,  provided  the  colonies  would  fubjeft 
tnemfelves,  might  after  all,  or  might  not  at  their  pleafure,  make 
any  alterations  in  the  former  inlfruftions  to  governors,  or  propofe 
in  parliament  any  amendment  of  the  afts  complained  of,  we  ap- 
piehended  any  expeftation  from  the  effeft  of  fuch  a  power  would 
have  been  too  uncertain  and  precarious  to  be  relied  on  by  America, 
had  flic  ltd!  continued  111  her  flate  of  dependance.”

taken  before  the  next  juftice  of  the  peace,  or  chief  magiftrate  of 
any  city  or  town  corporate,  not  being  an  officer  of  the  army,  or 
where  recourfe  cannot  be  had  to  the  civil  magiftrate,  before  the 
judge  advocate,  and  in  his  prefence  ffiall  take  the  following  oath, 
or  affirmation,  if  confciencioufiy  fcrupulous  about  taking  an  oath. 

/  (wear  or  affirm  [as  the  cafe  may  bel  to  be  true  to  the  United 
States  of  America ,  and  to  ferve  them  honefly  and  faithfully  againjl 
all  their  enemies  or  oppofers  'whatfoever ;  and  to  obferve  and  obey  the 
orders  of  the  Continental  Cong  refs,  and  the  orders  of  the  generals  and 
officers  fet  over  ?ne  by  them . 

Which  juftice  or  magiftrate  is  to  give  the  officer  a  certificate, 
fignifying  that  the  man  inlifted  did  take  the  faid oath  or  affirmation. 

Art.  2.  After  a  non-commiffioned  officer  or  foldier  ffiall  have 
been  duly  inlifted  and  fworn,  he  ffiall  not  be  difmiffed  the  fervice 
without  a  difcharge  in  writing;  and  no  difcharge  granted  to  him 
fhall  be  allowed  of  as  fufficient,  which  is  not  figned  by  a  field  of¬ 
ficer  of  the  regiment  into  which  he  was  inlifted,  or  commanding 
officer,  where  no  field  officer  of  the  regiment  is  in  the  fame  ftate. 

SECTION  IV. 

Art .  1,  Every  officer  commanding  a  regiment,  troop  or  com¬ 
pany,  ffiall,  upon  the  notice  given  to  him  by  the  commiffary  of 
mufters,  or  from  one  of  his  deputies,  affemble  the  regiment,  troop 
or  company  under  his  command,  in  the  next  convenient  place  for 
their  being  muftered. 

Art.  2.  Every  colonel,  or  other  field  officer  commanding  the 
regiment,  troop  or  company,  and  actually  refiding  with  it,*~may 
give  furloughs  to  non-commiffioned  officers  and  foldiers,  in  fuch 
numbers  and  for  fo  long  a  time  as  he  ffiall  judge  to  be  moft  confift- 
ent  with  the  good  of  the  fervice;  but  no  non-commiffioned  officer 
or  foldier  ffiall  by  leave  of  his  captain,  or  inferior  officer  command¬ 
ing  the  troop  or  company  (his  field  officer  not  being  prefent)  be 
abfent  above  twenty  days  in  fix  months,  nor  ffiall  more  than  two 
private  men  be  abient  at  the  fame  time  from  their  troop  or  com¬ 
pany, 
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pany,  excepting  fome  extraordinary  occafion  fhall  require  it,  of 
which  occafion  the  field  officer  prefent  with,  and  commanding  the 
regiment  is  to  be  the  judge. 

Art.  3.  At  every  mufter  the  commanding  officer  of  each  regi¬ 
ment,  troop  or  company  there  prefent  fhall  give  to  the  commiflary 
certificates  figned  by  himfelf,  iignifying  how  long  fuch  officers, 
who  fhall  not  appear  at  the  faid  mufter,  have  been  abfent,  and  the 
reafon  of  their  abfence  ;  in  like  manner  the  commanding  officer  of 
every  troop  or  company  fhall  give  certificates,  fignifying  the  rea- 
fons  of  the  abfence  of  the  non-commiffioned  officers  and  private 
foldiers  ;  which  reafons  and  time  of  abfence  fhall  be  inferted  in  the 
mufter  rolls  oppofite  to  the  names  of  the  refpe&ive  abfent  officers 
and  foldiers  :  The  faid  certificates  fhall,  together  with  the  mufter 
rolls,  be  remitted  by  the  commiflary  to  the  Congrefs  as  fpeedily  as 
the  difiance  of  place  will  admit. 

Art.  4.  Every  officer  who  fhall  be  convi&ed  before  a  general 
court-martial  of  having  figned  a  falfe  certificate,  relating  to  the 
abfence  of  either  officer  or  private  foldier,  fhall  be  cafniered. 

Art.  5.  Every  officer  who  fhall  knowingly  make  a  falfe  mufter 
of  man  or  horfe,  and  every  officer  or  commiflary  who  fhall  willing¬ 
ly  fign,  diredi,  or  allow  the  figning  of  the  mufter  rolls,  wherein 
fuch  falfe  mufter  is  contained,  fhall  upon  proof  made  thereof  by 
two  witnefles  before  a  general  court  martial,  be  cafhiered,  and 
fhall  be  thereby  utterly  difabled  to  have  or  hold  any  office  or  em¬ 
ployment  in  the  fervice  of  the  United  States. 

Art,  6.  Any  commiflary  who  fhall  be  convidied  of  having  ta¬ 
ken  money  or  any  other  thing  by  way  of  gratification  on  the  muf- 
tering  any  regiment,  troop  or  company,  or  on  the  figning  the 
mufter  roils,  fhall  be  difplaced  from  his  office,  and  fhall  be  there¬ 
by  utterly  difabled  to  have  or  hold  any  office  or  employment  under 
the  United  States.

Any  perfon  belonging  to  the  forces  of  the  United 
States,  who  ffiall  caff  away  his  arms  and  ammunition,  ffiall  fuffer 
death,  or  fuch  other  puniffiment  as  ffiall  be  ordered  by  the  fentence 
of  a  general  court  martial. 

sirt,  13.  Any  perfon  belonging  to  the  forces  of  the  United 
States,  w  ho  ffiall  make  known  the  watch-word  to  any  perfon  who 
is  not  entitled  to  receive  it  according  to  the  rules  and  difeipline  of 
A',  ar,  or  ffiall  prefume  to  give  a  parole  or  watch-word  different  from 
vdiat  he  received,  fliall  fuffer  death,  or  fuch  other  puniffiment  as 
ffiall  be  ordered  by  the  fentence  of  a  general  court  martial. 

Art.  16.  All  officers  and  foldiers  are  to  behave  themfelves  or¬ 
derly  111  quarters,  and  on  their  march;  and  vv hofoever  ffiall  com¬ 
mit  any  vvaffe  or  fpoil,  either  in  walks  of  trees,  parks,  warrens, 
fiffi-ponds,  houfes  or  gardens,  corn-fields,  enclofures  or  meadows, 
or  fliall  maliciouffy  deffroy  any  property  whatfoever  belonging  to 
the  good  people  of  the  United  States,  unlefs  by  order  of  the  then 
commander  in  chief  of  the  forces  of  the  faid  Hates  to  annoy  rebels 
or  other  enemies  in  arms  again  ft  faid  Hates,  he  or  they  that  ffiall 
be  found  guilty  of  offending  herein,  ffiall  (befides  fuch  penalties 
as  they  are  liable  toby  law)  be  puniffied  according  to  the  nature 
and  degree  of  the  offence,  by  the  judgment  of  a  regimental  or 
general  court  martial.

Art.  17.  Whofoever  belonging  to  the  forces  of  the  United 
States  employed  in  foreign  parts  ffiall  force  a  fafe  guard,  ffiall 
luffer  death. 

Art.  1  Sc 
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Art.  18.  Whofoever  (hall  relieve  the  enemy  with  money,  vic¬ 
tuals,  or  ammunition,  or  {hall  knowingly  harbour  01  protect  an 
enemy,  (hall  fuffer  death,  or  fuch  other  punifhment  as  by  a  court 

martial  (hall  be  ‘inffifled. 

Art.  19.  Whofoever  (hall  be  convi&ed  of  holding  correfpond- 
ence  with,  or  o-ivjng  intelligence  to,  the  enemy,  either  dire&ly  or 
indirectly*  fhall  fuffer  death,  or  fuch  other  punifhment  as  by  a 
court  martial  fhall  be  inflidled. 

Art.  20.  All  public  ffores  taken  in  the  enemy’s  camp,  towns, 
forts  or  magazines,  whether  of  artillery,  ammunition,  cloathing, 
forage,  or  provifions,  {hall  be  fecured  for  the  fervice  of  the  United 
States;  for  the  negleCt  of  which  the  commanders  in  chief  are  to 
be  anfwerable. 

Art.  21.  If  any  officer  or  foldier  (hall  leave  his  poff  or  colours 
to  ro  in  fearch  of  plunder,  he  fhall,  upon  being  convidted  thereof 
before  a  general  court  martial,  fuffer  death,  or  fuch  other  punifh- 
ment  as  by  a  court  martial  (hall  be  infliCted. 

Art.  22.  If  any  commander  of  any  garrifon,  fortrefs  or  poll, 
lhall  be  compelled  by  the  officers  or  foldiers  under  his  command  to 
give  up  to  the  enemy,  or  to  abandon  it,  the  commiffioned  officers, 
non-commiffioned  officers  or  foldiers  who  fhall  be  convi&ed  of  hav¬ 
ing  fo  offended,  fhall  fuffer  death  or  fuch  other  punifhment  as  fhall 
be"  inflided  upon  them  by  the  fentence  of  a  court  martial. 

Art.  23.  All  futtlers  and  retainers  to  a  camp,  and  all  perfons 
whatfoever  ferving  with  the  armies  of  the  United  States  in  the  field, 
though  no  inliffed  foldiers,  are  to  be  fubjeCt  to  orders,  according 
to  the  rules  and  difcipline  of  war. 

Art.  24.  Officers  having  brevets,  or  commiffions  of  a  prior  date 
to  thofe  of  the  regiment  in  which  they  now  ferve,  may  take  place 
in  courts  martial  and  on  detachments,  when  compofed  of  different 
corps,  according  to  the  ranks  given  them  in  their  brevets  or  dates 
of  their  former  commiffions;  but  in  the  regiment,  troop  or  com¬ 
pany  to  which  fuch  brevet  officers  and  thofe  who  have  commiffions 
of  a  prior  date  do  belong,  they  fhall  do  duty  and  take  rank  both  on 
courts  martial  and  on  detachments  which  {hall  be  compofed  only 
of  their  own  corps  according  to  the  commiffions  by  which  they  are 
muffered  in  the  faid  corps. 

Art.  25.  If  upon  marches,  guards,  or  in  quarters,  different 
corps  fhall  happen  to  join  or  do  duty  together,  the  eldelt  officer 
by  commiffion  there,  on  duty,  or  in  quarters,  fhall  command  the 
whole,  and  give  out  orders  for  what  is  needful  to  the  fervice;  re¬ 
gard  being  always  had  to  the  feveral  ranks  of  thofe  corps,  and  the 
polls  they  ufually  occupy. 

Art.  26.  And  in  like  manner  alfo,  if  any  regiments,  troops  or 
detachments  of  horfe  or  foot  fhall  happen  to  march  with,  or  be 
encamped  or  quartered  with  any  bodies  or  detachments  of  other 
troops  in  the  fervice  of  the  United  States,  the  eldefl  officer,  with¬ 
out 
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out  refpedl  to  corps,  ffiall  take  upon  him  the  command  of  the 
whole,  and  give  the  neceffary  orders  to  the  fervice. 

SECTION  XIV. 

Art,  I.  A  general  court  martial  in  the  United  States  {hall  not 
confifl  of  lefs  than  thirteen  commiflioned  officers,  and  the  prefident 
of  fuch  court  martial  (hall  not  be  the  commander  in  chief  or  com¬ 
mandant  of  the  garrifon  where  the  offender  fliall  be  tried,  nor  be 
under  the  degree  of  a  field  officer. 

Art.  2.  The  members  both  of  general  and  regimental  courts 
martial  fliall ,  when  belonging  to  different  corps,  take  the  fame 
rank  which  they  hold  in  the  army  ;  but  when  courts  martial  ffiall 
be  cbm po fed  of  officers  of  one  corps,  they  ffiall  take  their  ranks  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  dates  of  the  commiffions,  by  which  they  are  muf- 
tered  in  the  faid  corps. 

Art,  3.  The  judge  advocate  general,  or  fome  perfon  deputed 
by  him,  ffiad  profecute  in  the  name  of  the  United  States  of  Ame¬ 
rica ;  and  in  trials  of  offenders  by  general  courts  martial,  admi- 
niffer  to  each  member  the  following  oaths: 

You  J ball  well  and  truly  try  and  determine,  according  to  your  evi¬ 
dence,  the  matter  now  before  you,  between  the  United  States  of  Ame¬ 
rica,  and  the  prifoners  to  be  tried.  So  help  you  God, 

You  A,  B.  dofwtar,  That  you  will  duly  ad?ninifler  jujlice  accor¬ 
ding  to  the  rules  and  articles  Jor  the  better  government  of  the  forces 
of  the  United  States  of  America,  without  partiality,  favour,  or  af¬ 
fection  ;  and  if  any  doubt  Jhall  arife,  which  is  not  explained  by  the 
faid  articles ,  according  to  your  confcience ,  the  beji  of  your  underfan- 
ding,  and  the  cujlom  of  war  in  the  like  cafes.  And  you  do  further 
fwear ,  that  you  will  not  divulge  the  fentence  of  the  court,  until  it 
/hall  be  approved  of  by  the  general,  or  commander  in  chief ;  neither 
will  you,  upon  any  account,  at  any  time  whatfoever,  difclofe  or  dif- 
cover  the  vote  or  opinion  of  any  particular  member  of  the  court  martial , 
unlefs  required  to  give  evidence  thereof  as  a  witncfs  by  a  court  of juf 
tice,  in  a  due  courfe  of  law.  So  help  you  God. 

And  as  foon  as  the  faid  oath  ffiall  have  been  adminiftered  to  the 
refpeclive  members,  the  prefident  of  the  court  ffiall  adminifter  to 
the  judge  advocate,  or  perfon  officiating  as  fuch,  an  oath  in  the 
following  words  : 

You  A,  B.  do  fwear.  That  you  will  not  upon  any  account,  at  any 
time  whatfoever,  difclofe  or  difeover  the  vote  or  opinion  of  any  parti¬ 
cular  member  of  the  court  martial,  unle  fs  required  to  give  evidence 
thereof,  as  a  witncfs ,  by  a  court  of  jujlice,  in  a  due  courfe  of  law. 
So  help  you  God . 

Art,  4.  All  the  members  of  a  court  martial  are  to  behave 
with  calmnefs  and  decency  ;  and  in  the  giving  of  their  votes,  are 
to  begin  with  the  youngeft  in  commiffion. 

Art.  5.  All  perfons  who  give  evidence  before  a  general  court 

martial,  are  to  be  examined  upon  oath  ;  and  no  fentence  of  death 

ffiall 
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{hall  be  given  againtt  any  offender  by  any  general  court  mart.al, 
unlefs  uto  third's  of  the  officers  prefect  fhall  concur  therem. 

Art.  6.  All  perfons  called  to  give  evidence,  m  any  caufe,  be¬ 
fore  a  court  martial,  who  fhall  refufe  to  give  evidence  fhall  be 
punlfhed  forfuch  refufal,  at  the  difcret.on  of  fuch  court  mart.al  . 
The  oath  to  be  adminiftered  in  the  following  form,  viz. 

You  [wear  the  evidence  you  jhall give  intbecauje  now  in  hearing, 
frail  be  the  truth,  the  ■whole  truth,  ami  nothing  but  the  truth,  ho 

J  ’  No  field  officer  fhall  be  tried  by  any  perfon  under  the 
degree' of  a  captain  ;  nor  fhall  any  proceedings  or  trials  be  carried 
on§  excepting  between  the  hours  of  eight  in  the  morning  and  ot 
three  in  the  afternoon,  except  in  cafes  which  require  an  immediate 

"Xs.  No  fentence  of  a  general  court  martial  ihall  be  put  m 
execution,  till  after  a  report  fhall  be  made  of  the  whole  proceed¬ 
ings  to  Congrefs,  or  to  the  general  or  commander  in  chief  of  the 
forces  of  the  United  States,  and  their  or  his  directions  be  figmlud 

themip  tj,e  more  equitable  decifion  of  difputes  which  may 

arife  between  officers  and  foldiers  belonging  to  different  corps,  it 
is  hereby  direfted,  That  the  courts  martial  ffial!  be  equally  com- 
pofed  of  officers  belonging  to  the  corps  in  which  the  parties  in 
queftion  do  then  ferve  ;  and  that  the  prefidents  fhall  be  taken  by 
turns,  beginning  with  that  corps  which  fhall  be  eldeft  in  rank. 

Art.  to.  The  eommiffioned  officers  of  every  regiment  may  by 
the  appointment  of  their  colonel  or  commanding  officer,  hold  re¬ 
gimental  courts  martial  for  the  enquiring  into  fuch  difputes,  or 
criminal  matters,  as  may  come  before  them,  and  for  the  mfiictmg 
corporal  punifhments  for  i'mall  offences,  and  (hall  give  judgment, 
by  the  majority  of  voices  ;  but  no  fentence  ffial  be  executed_f.il 
the  commanding  officer  (not  being  a  member  of  the  court  martial) 
or  the  commandant  of  the  garrifon,  (hall  have  confirmed  the  fame. 

jrtt  regimental  court  martial  Ihall  con ii It  Oi  leis  than 

five  officers,  excepting  in  cafes  where  that  number  cannot  conve¬ 
niently  be  affembled,  when  three  may  be  fufficient ;  who  are  like- 
wife  to  determine  upon  the  fentence  by  the  majority  of  voices  ; 
which  fentence  is  to  be  confirmed  by  the  commanding  officer  ot 
the  regiment,  not  being  a  member  of  the  court,  martial. 

ArU  12.  Every  officer  commanding  in  any  of  the  torts,  bar¬ 
racks,  or  el  fe  where,  where  the  corps  under  his  command  con  fills 
of  detachments  from  different  regiments,  or  oi  independent  com¬ 
panies,  may  affemble  courts  martial  for  the  trial  of  offenders  m 
the  fame  manner  as  if  they  were  regimental,  whofe.  lenience  is  not 
to  be  executed  until  it  fhall  be  confirmed  by  the  faid  commanding 
officer. 
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Art.  13.  No  commiffioned  officer  fhall  be  cafhiered  4or  difmif- 
fed  from  the  fervice,  excepting  by  an  order  from  the  Congrefs, 
or  by  the  fentence  of  a  general  court  martial  ;  but  non-commif- 
h oiled  ofheers  may  be  diicharged  as  private  foldiers,  and,  by  the 
oruer  o f  the  colonel  of  the  regiment,  or  by  the  fentence  of  a  regi¬ 
mental  court  martial,  be  reduced  to  private  centinels. 

Art.  14.  No  perfon  whatever  fhall  ufe  menacing  words,  figns, 
or  gelt  tires,  in  the  prefence  of  a  court  martial  then  fitting,  or  {half 
cauie  any  diforder  or  riot,  fo  as  to  difturb  their  proceedings,  on 
the  penalty  of  being  punifhed  at  the  difcretion  of  the  faid  court 
martial. 

Art.  15.  To  the  end  that  offenders  may  be  brought  to  juflice,, 
it  is  hereby  dire&ed,  That  whenever  any  officer  or  foldier  fhall 
commit  a  crime  deferving  punifhment,  he  fhall,  by  his  command¬ 
ing  officer,  if  an  officer,  be  put  in  arreft;  if  a  non-commiffioned 
officer  or  foldier,  be  imprifoned  till  he  fhall  be  either  tried  by  a 
court  martial,  or  fhall  be  lawfully  difcharged  by  a  proper  authori¬ 
ty- 

Art.  16.  No  officer  or  foldier  who  fhall  be  put  in  arreft  or  im- 
prifonment,  fhall  continue  in  his  confinement  more  than  eight 
days,  or  till  fuch  time  as  a  court  martial  can  be  conveniently  af» 
fembled. 

Art.  17.  No  officer  commanding  a  guard,  or  provoft-martial, 
fhall  refufe  to  receive,  or  keep  any  prifoner  committed  to  h is 
charge,  by  any  officer  belonging  to  the  forces  of  the  United 
States ;  which  officer  fhall,  at  the  fame  time,  deliver  an  account 
in  writing,  iigned  by  himfelf,  of  the  crime  with  which  the  faid 
prifoner  is  charged. 

Art .  1 8.  No  officer  commanding  a  guard,  or  provoft-martial, 
fhall  prefume  to  releafe  any  prifoner  committed  to  his  charge 
without  proper  authority  for  fo  doing  ;  nor  fhall  he  fuffer  any  pri¬ 
foner  to  cfcape,  on  the  penalty  of  being  punifhed  for  it  by  the 
fentence  of  a  court  martial. 

Art.  19.  Every  officer  or  provoft-martial  to  whefe  charge 
priloners  fhall  be  committed,  is  hereby  required,  within  twenty- 
four  hours  after  fuch  commitment,  or  as  foon  as  he  fhall  be  reliev¬ 
ed  from  his  guard,  to  give  in  writing  to  the  colonel  of  the  regi¬ 
ment  to  whom  the  prifoner  belongs  (where  the  prifoner  is  confined 
upon  the  guard  belonging  to  the  laid  regiment,  and  that  his  of¬ 
fence  only  relates  to  the  negledt  of  duty  in  his  own  corps)  or  to 
the  commander  in  chief,  their  names,  their  crimes,  and  the  names 
of  the  officers  who  committed  them,  on  the  penalty  of  his  being 
punifhed  for  his  difobedience  or  neglect,  at  the  difcretion  of  a 
court  martial. 

Art .  20.  And  if  any  officer  under  arreft  fhall  leave  his  con¬ 
finement  before  he  is  fet  at  liberty  by  the  officer  who  confined 
him,  or  by  a  fuperior  power,  he  fhall  be  caffiiered  for  it.

auent  be  publilhed  in  the  news-papers,  in  and  about  the  camp, 
and  of  that  particular  Hate  from  which  the  offender  came  or  uffially 
refides  :  After  which  it  fhall  be  deemed  fcandalous  for  any  officei 
to  affociate  with  him. 


SECTION  XV. 

Art.  i.  When  any  commiffioned  officer  fhall  happen  to  die, 
or  be  killed  in  the  fervice  <of  the  United  States,  the  major  of  the 
regiment,  or  the  officer  doing  the  major’s  duty  in  his  abfence, 
fhall  immediately  fecure  all  his  effedts  or  equipage  then  in  camp  or 
quarters  ;  and  ffia.ll  before  the  next  regimental  court  martial  make 
an  inventory  thereof,  and  forthwith  tranfmit  the  fame  to  the  office 
of  the  board  of  war,  to  the  end  that  his  executors  may,  after  pay¬ 
ment  of  his  debts  in  quarters,  and  interment,  receive  the  overplus, 

if  any  be,  to  his  or  their  ufe. 

Art .  2.  When  any  non-commiffioned  officer  or  loldier  man 
happen  to  die,  or  to  be  killed  in  the  ferviec  of  the  United  States, 
the  then  commanding  officer  of  the  troop  or  company  fhall,  in  t  ie 
prefence  of  two  other  commiffioned  officers,  take  an  account  ot 
whatever  effe&s  he  dies  poffeffed  of,  above  his  regimental  cloath- 
ing,  arms,  and  accoutrements,  and  tranfmit  the  fame  to  the  office 
of  the  board  at  war  ;  which  faid  effe&s  are  to  be  accounted  for, 
and  paid  to,  the  reprefentative  of  fuch  deceafed  non-commiffioned 
officer  or  foldier.  And  in  cafe  any  of  the  officers,  fo  authorifed  to 
take  care  of  the  effedf s  of  dead  officers  and  foldiers,  ffiould,  before 
they  fhall  have  accounted  to  their  reprefentatives  for  the  fame, 
have  occalion  to  leave  the  regiment,  by  preferment  or  otherwife, 
they  (hall,  before  they  be  permitted  to  quit  the  fame,  depofit  in 
the  hands  of  the  commanding  officer  or  of  the  agent  of  the  regi¬ 
ment,  all  the  effects  of  fuch  deceafed  non-commiffioned  officer 
and  foldiers,  in  order  that  the  fame  may  be  lecured  for,  and  paid 


to,  their  refpe&ive  reprefentatives. 

SECTION  XVI. 


Art*  i.  All  officers,  condu&ors,  gunners,  matroffes,  drivers, 
or  any  other  perfons  whatfoever,  receiving  pay  or  hire  in  the  fer¬ 
vice  of  the  artillery  of  the  United  States,  fhall  be  governed  by  the 
aforefaid  rules  and  articles,  and  fhall  be  fubjedl  to  be  tried  by 
courts  martial,  in  like  manner  with  the  officers  and  foldiers  of  the 
other  troops  in  the  fervice  of  the  United  States. 

Art.  2.  For  differences  arifing  amongfl  themfelves,  or  in  mat¬ 
ters  relating  folely  to  their  own  corps,  the  courts  martial  may  be 

compofed 
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compoled  of  their  own  officers;  but  where  a  number  Efficient  of 

uch  officers  cannot  be  affembled,  or  in  matters  wherein  other  corps 
are  interefted,  the  officers  of  artillery  ffiall  fit  in  courts  martial  with 
the  officers  of  the  other  corps,  taking  their  rank  according  to  the 
dates  oi  their  refpeClive  commiffions  and  no  otherwife. 

SECTION  XVII. 

Art.  j.  The  officers  and  foldiers  of  any  troops,  whether  mi¬ 
nute-men,  militia,  or  others  being  muttered  and  in  continental  pay, 
ffiall,^  at  ail  times,  and  in  all  places,  when  joined  or  acting  in  con¬ 
junction  with  the  regular  forces  of  the  United  States,  be  governed 
by  thefe  rules  or  articles  of  war,  and  (hall  be  fubjeCt  to  be  tried  by 
courts  martial  in  like  manner  with  the  officers  and  foldiers  in  the 
legulai  fotces,  fave  only  that  fuch  courts  martial  ffiall  be  compofed 
entirely  of  militia  officers  of  the  fame  provincial  corps  with  the 

1  hat  fuch  militia  and  minute-men  as  are  now  in  fervice,  and 
ha\e  by  particular  contract  with  their  refpeClive  ftates  engaged  to 
be  governed  by  particular  regulations  while  in  continental  fervice, 
ihall  not  be  fubjeCt  to  the  above  articles  of  war. 

Art.  2.  For  the  future  all  general  officers  and  colonels,  ferving 
bv  commiffion  from  the  authority  of  any  particular  ftate,  ffiall,  on 
all  oetach ments,  courts  martial,  or  other  duty,  wherein  they  may 
be  employed  in  conjunaion  with  the  regular  forces  of  the  United 
States,  take  rank  next  after  all  generals  and  colonels  ferving  by 
commiffions  from  Congrefs,  though  the  commiffions  of  fuch  parti¬ 
cular  generals  and  colonels  ffiould  be  of  elder  date  :  and  in  like 
manner,  lieutenant  colonels,  majors,  captains,  and  other  inferior 
officers  ferving  by  commiffion  from  any  particular  ftate,  ffiall  on 
all  detachments,  courts  martial,  or  other  duty,  wherein  they  may¬ 
be  employed  in  conjunction  with  the  regular  forces  of  the  United 
States,  have  rank  next  after  all  officers  of  the  like  rank  ferving  by 
commiffions  from  Congrefs,  though  the  commiffions  of  fuch  lieu¬ 
tenant  colonels,  majors,  captains,  and  other  inferior  officers,  ttiould 
be  of  elder  date  to  thole  of  the  like  rank  from  Congrefs. 

SECTION  XVIII. 

Art .  i.  The  aforegoing  articles  are  to  be  read  and  publiffied 
once  in  every  two  months  at  the  head  of  every  regiment,  troop  or 
company,  muttered,  or  to  be  muttered  in  the  fervice  of  the  United 
States;  and  are  to  be  duly  obferved  and  exa&ly  obeyed  by  all  of¬ 
ficers  and  foldiers  who  are  or  fhall  be  in  the  laid  fervice. 

Art.  2.  The  general,  or  commander  in  chief  for  the  time  being, 
ffia  11  have  full  power  of  pardoning,  or  mitigating  any  of  the  puniffi. 
ments  ordered  to  be  inflicted,  for  any  of  the  offences  mentioned  in 
the  foregoing  articles;  and  every  offender  convicted  as  aforefaid, 
by  any  regimental  court  martial,  may  be  pardoned,  or  have  his 
puniffi merit  mitigated  by  the  colonel,  or  officer  commanding  the 
regiment-, 

Art.  3, 
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Art.  V  No  perfon  (hall  be  fentenced  to  fuflfer  death,  except  in 
the  cafes  exprefsly  mentioned  in  the  foiegoing  artices,  nor  a 
more  than  one  hundred  lajhes  be  inflicted  on  any  o  en  er  at  t  e  1 

cretion  of  a  court  martial.  .  .  .  , 

That  every  judge  advocate,  or  perfon  officiating  as  inch,  at  any 

general  court  martial,  do,  and  he  is  hereby  required  to  tranfmit, 
with  as  much  expedition  as  the  opportunity  of  time  and  diftance  of 
place  can  admit,  the  original  proceedings  and  fentence  of  fuch  court 
martial  to  the  fecretary  at  war,  which  faid  original  proceedings 
and  fentence  fliall  be  carefully  kept  and  preferved  in  the  office  of 
faid  fecretary,  to  the  end  that  perfons  intitled  thereto  may  be  en¬ 
abled,  upon  application  to  the  faid  office,  to  obtain  copies  thereof. 

That  the  party  tried  by  any  general  court  martial  fliall  be  in- 
titled  to  a  copy  of  the  fentence  and  proceedings  of  fuch  court  mar¬ 
tial,  upon  demand  thereof  made  by  himfelf  or  by  any  other  pei- 
fon  or  perfons  on  his  behalf,  whether  fuch  fentence  be  approved 

or  not. 

/  Art.  4.  The  field  officers  of  each  and  every  regiment  are  to 
appoint  fome  fuitable  perfon  belonging  to  fuch  regiment,  to  re¬ 
ceive  all  fuch  fines  as  may  arife  within  the  fame,  for  any  breach  of 
any  of  the  foregoing  articles,  and  fliall  diredf  the  lame  to  be  caie- 
fully  and  properly  applied  to  the  relief  of  fuch  fick,  wounded  or 
neceffitous  foldiers  as  belong  to  fuch  regiments;  and  fuch  perfon 
fliall  account  with  fuch  officer,  for  all  fines  received,  and  the  ap¬ 
plication  thereof. 

Art.  5.  All  crimes  not  capital,  and  all  diforders  and  negle&s, 
which  officers  and  foldiers  may  be  guilty  of,  to  the  prejudice  or 
good  order  and  military  difcipline,  though  not  mentioned  in  the 
above  articles  of  war,  are  to  be  taken  cognizance  of  by  a  general 
or  regimental  court  martial,  according  to  the  nature  and  degree  of 
the  offence,  and  be  puniffied  at  their  difcretion.

for  kettles,  rations,  and  linen,  fupplied  the  continental  battalion 
at  Kittanning;  for  expences  of  Mr.  Morgan  coming  to  Philadel¬ 
phia,  and  going  to  New-York  with  two  indian  chiefs,  and  return¬ 
ing  with  them  to  Pittfburgh  ;  his  going  to  the  indian  towns  to  in¬ 
vite  them  to  a  treaty  ;  for  fundry' Turns  paid  to  the  militia  officers, 
and  for  the  feveral  accounts  due  from  the  department  to  this  time, 
except  the  militia  accounts  yet  unfettled,  and  the  falaries  due  to 
Mr.  Morgan  and  the  former  agent ;  and  alfo  800.2  dollars  due  to 
fundry  perfons  before  their  appointment,  whofe  accounts  were  fet¬ 
tled  by  a  committee  of  Congrefs  for  indian  affairs.

Congrefs  met  according  to  adjournment. 

The  delegates  from  Georgia  produced  the  credentials  of  their 
appointment,  which  were  read,  as  follows:

ceffary  to  fupport  him  during  his  confinement  in  a  manner  fuitable 
to  his  rank  in  the  fervicc  of  the  United  States  : 

That  the  prefident  alfo  write  to  Mr.  R.  Morris,  and  requeft  him 
to  fend  one  hundred  half-johannes  to  general  Wafhingtou  for  the 
ufe  of  general  Lee*
